Tonight's the Night 

Moving forward into the fog of SXSW

Tonight’s the night, yes it is, 
tonight’s the night 
Tonight’s the night, yes it is, 
tonight’s the night. 

I got up early, packed up my stuff at one 
hotel, loaded up the car, headed to check 
into another. Awash in sunlight, with the car 
cool from being parked in a garage, I find a 
quiet I’ve been missing. At first, no music. 
My South by Southwest survival strategy is 
just as disciplined as most of my life-coping 
strategies are. The opening line of Henry 
Miller’s Tropic of Capricorn explains it. The 
line goes something like: “Once you’ve given 
up hope all else follows with dead certainty, 
even in the midst of chaos.” I waddle along 
during the beginning days of SXSW, bitching 


and complaining, until at a certain point I 
enter into the flow and “all else follows with 
dead certainty even in the midst of chaos.” 
“Dead certainty” doesn’t suggest that I either 
know or am prepared for what is coming; it 
is more along the lines of knowing that, while 
I’m floating in the timeless space of SXSW, 
boulders will come flying at me from every 
direction - some launched as weapons, many 
just free-falling in space. 

I put on Neil Young’s Tonight’s the Night. As 
much as I love many Young albums, I started 
listening to this one only recently, because 
Roland Swenson insisted. 

There is pain in the voice, and fear: 
anger and longing, weariness and power, 
a kind of assured knowledge matched to 
an incurable confusion.

Fairer Than Tolls 

To the editor,

Alcohol More Harmful 
Than Marijuana 

Dear Editor, 

On the streets, we know the truth: Alcohol, 
tobacco, and pharmaceuticals are definitely 
more harmful, both to the user and to society, 
than marijuana, and it does not make sense to 
punish an individual more harshly for using the 
less harmful substance. 

Alcohol use makes domestic violence eight 
times more likely ... marijuana use does not. This 
is based on a 2003 study by addiction researchers 
at the State University of New York at Buffalo. 

Drinking by college students, ages 18 to 24, 
contributes to an estimated 1,400 student 
deaths, 500,000 injuries, and 70,000 cases 
of sexual assaults or date rapes each year, 
according to a 2002 study commissioned by 
the National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism Task Force on College Drinking. 

Many in enforcement have been wounded 
or killed in the violence triggered by the drug 
war. In recent history, Austin, Texas, police shot 
Daniel Rocha in the back! Witnesses say he 
was on the ground defenseless. Daniel smoked 
marijuana sometime in the last month before he 
died. In Sunrise, Fla., police seized two ounces 
of marijuana at the home of Anthony Diotaiuto 
after shooting him 10 times. This is insanity.

The City Council moved closer to official ballot language 
for a slew of proposed charter amendments, includ- 
ing the controversial “Clean Water/Clean Government” 
amendments. See “Beside the Point” and “How to 
Read a Charter Amendment,” p.22 and 30. 

If you haven’t voted enough yet - and to judge by last 
week’s turnout, you certainly haven’t - get ready to do 
your public duty in the House District 47, Congressional 
District 10, and U.S. Senate run-offs April 11 (early vot- 
ing April 3-7), and then in the city of Austin contests 
(complete with charter amendments) coming up May 
13, along with AISD board elections. 

A new, more restrictive APD policy on “consent 
searches” - performed at the request of an officer - 
has resulted in a radical reduction of searches, and the 
racial profiling that often accompanied them. According 
to APD statistics, consent searches (traffic and pedes- 
trian) declined overall by 80% or more in the last year, 
and searches of racial subgroups declined roughly pro- 
portionately.

With the close of the filing period for the May 13 AISD 
board of trustees elections, nine Austinites are now 
vying to stay up late for education policy wonk-a-thons, 
learn lots of acronyms, and intermittently get insulted 
by parents while trying to steer an 80,000-student dis- 
trict through stormy seas of frozen finances, competing 
needs, and high-stakes accountability. The election will 
see three competitive races for the six open seats on 
the nine-member board, with only two incumbents run- 
ning: Cheryl Bradley unopposed in District 1, and 
Robert Schneider challenged by Mel Fuller in District 7. 
Newcomer Vince Torres has no opponent for the District 
4 seat being vacated by Ave Wahrmund, and Lori Moya 
has no opponent for the District 6 seat vacated by 
Patricia Whiteside. In the two at-large districts, it’s Ed 
Leo vs. Annette LoVoi, and Alberto C. Gonzalez vs. 
Karen Dulaney Smith. The crowded field of candidates 
reflects, in part, division in the AISD community over 
the performance of seven-year Superintendent Pat 
Forgione, who is under contract until 2010. To some, 
he is a stable leader who ushered in a period of grow- 
ing academic achievement; to others he’s a bit of a 
despot who refuses to listen to the community. - R.P.M.

The first round of Texas Assessment of Knowledge 

and Skills tests showed modest improvement in the 
state’s third- and fifth-grade reading scores this year. 
The passing rate for third-graders stayed flat at 89%, 
while fifth-graders increased from 75% in 2005 to 80%. 
Students who don’t pass these tests cannot be pro- 
moted to the next grade without going through a spe- 
cial appeal process; in AISD, as many as 2,261 stu- 
dents could be held back. However, the students get 
three chances to take the test, and repeat-takers are 
generally bombarded with tutoring and prep to get them 
up to speed. AISD’s overall passing rates lagged the

Lessons 

Learned 

I was down at the precinct last 
Tuesday, but I didn't see you

What have we learned so far? 

The most sobering instruction, of course, is 
that nobody much cares enough to vote in the 
primaries. Turnout dipped yet again, to an abys- 
mal 9% - reportedly lower than any primaries in 
modem history. Remind yourself that it isn’t 
even that good - we only come to that grand 
total by adding the Republican and Democratic 
percentages together, so that roughly one in 20 
of each party’s registered voters is deciding who 
will be on the November ballot - or more pre- 
cisely, in most cases already deciding the general 
election, far in advance. (One ironic side effect is 
that a handful of state House incumbents who 
went down in flames may actually feel free to 
vote their consciences in the upcoming special 
legislative session on public school finance. But 
I wouldn’t bet on it.) 

A minor silver lining in the low turnout is 
that it contradicted fledgling Secretary of State 
Roger Williams’ prediction of a 13% turnout, 
based on early big-county returns. Perhaps that 
says something about the wisdom of appointing 
a high-donor used car salesman to be secretary 
of state. But even Williams can’t be blamed for 
most Texans just shmgging and staying home. 
At least part of the downturn, certainly, is a 
consequence of the unprecedented circum- 
stance of two high-profile independent candi- 
dates for governor waiting for the closing bell to 
begin collecting petition signatures, and some 
voters therefore “saving themselves” for either 
Kinky Friedman or Carole Keeton Strayhom. 

If it does nothing else, perhaps this year’s cam- 
paign will force the Lege to reform the state’s 
antiquated ballot law, which literally requires 
that voters ignore all the downballot races, no 
matter how hotly contested, in order to uphold 
the simple principle that legitimate candidates 
for governor who don’t happen to belong to one 
of the two dominant parties can still appear on 
the ballot. Why on earth should not voting in a 
primary, with dozens of contested elections, be 
a requirement to sign a petition for ballot access 
in a single race? Among the many dumb things 
accomplished by previous legislatures, especially 
on explicitly political questions, that has to rank 
as one of the dumbest: “Let’s make it even 
more difficult to vote!” (I know - for too many 
years, that project has remained a well-reward- 
ed political sideline at the Lege.) 

It's the Schools, Stupid! 

Among the more specifically political lessons: 

• The Democratic Party may have actually 
found a new statewide standard-bearer in for- 
mer Houston Congressman Chris Bell, not the 
most dynamic candidate ever hatched but visi- 
bly energized late in the game by the obstreper- 
ous entry of Bob Gammage. In a two-horse race

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against the opulently funded Rick Perry, 
Bell would be doomed to the fate of one- 
time Bush opponent Garry Mauro. In a 
four-horse race, as this one looks to be, 
Bell should at least be able to use his 
candidacy to help rebuild the party’s dis- 
sipated fortunes, if not threaten a squeak- 
er victory while Perry and Strayhom are 
slinging insults. 

• The voters, unlike the GOP leadership 
but frankly like most Democratic and 
Republican House members, really do 
care about public education. If we didn’t 
know that locally from Donna Howard’s 
District 48 trouncing of Ben Bentzin, we 
have the ignominious exit of longtime 
Arlington Rep. Kent Grusendorf to rein- 
force the lesson. Since the GOP takeover, 
Grus had been given the assignment 
(which he visibly relished) of slow-stran- 
gling the public schools in the name of 
“accountability” (standardized testing 
and budget-slashing) and “choice” (priva- 
tized vouchers and leeching students). 
His handy defeat by schools advocate 
Diane Patrick - despite desperately low- 
blow campaign tactics and outside money 
- reconfirms that the I-hate-public- 
schools crowd, though politically power- 
ful, remains culturally marginal. 

• That hardly means the battle is over. 
San Antonio tycoon James “Voucher” 
Leininger tried to buy outright five House 
seats, and though he managed only two 
(and one, New Braunfels Rep. Carter Cas- 
teel’s, remains in doubt; see “Beyond 
City Limits,” p.23), he never gets tired or 
broke. More importantly, the GOP lead- 
ership (with the wobbly exception of Lt. 
Gov. David Dewhurst) still considers the 
public school question as simply one of 
high property taxes. With the Supreme 
Court effectively concurring, it remains 
more likely than not that come spring, 
the finance tax deck will be shuffled but 
overall funding will remain flat - while 
the student population continues to grow. 
(For the inevitable consequences, just 
follow Rachel Proctor May’s mordant 
reporting on the ripples in AISD.) 

Travis County Storm 

Closer to home, Travis Co. Commis- 
sioner Karen Sonleitner apparently 


sailed into a coalescing perfect storm of 
rebelling county employees, anti-toll 
road frenzy, angry Austin liberals, and 
pissed-off wealthy lawyers (is there any 
other kind?), especially at the county 
contract-denied Linebarger firm. In 
importance, those factors likely ranked 
in ascending order. But while no one I 
talked to was surprised by challenger 
Sarah Eckhardt’s victory, there were 
many raised eyebrows at the 57% mar- 
gin over a 12-year incumbent. 

The simplest analysis? The natives are 
restless. In a way oddly like the hapless 
novice Ben Bentzin (see above), Sonleitner 
had become a lightning-rod for all the 
slings and arrows that local voters cur- 
rently feel prey to. Although they were 
hardly Sonleitner’s personal baby, she 
was identified with the tolls - and the 
anti- tolls ters, like zombies, feed only on 
living political flesh. And when the 
employees and the lawyers pincered her, 
there were no Sonleitner-loyal progs 
ready to watch her back in a Dem pri- 
mary. Here at the Chronicle, although 
only tepid on Sonleitner, we declined to 
issue an endorsement largely because of 
Eckhardt’s unseemly embrace of and by 
the most rabid toll warriors. But we also 
feel no great dismay that Eckhardt’s elec- 
tion may in fact throw some additional 
sand in the gears of the more grandiose 
regional toll plans, which are more accu- 
rately described as just the usual road 
hogs looking for a new cash source. If 
they’re unhappy at losing their adopted 
favorite (after Gerald Daugherty) at the 
county, who are we to complain? 

It will be even more interesting to see 
how the apparently congenial Eckhardt 
manages to juggle at the county trough 
all these normally competing interests 
that abruptly allied to bring down her 
predecessor. Just how long will it take 
before Eckhardt finds herself striking the 
very same sort of political bargains at the 
county table that eventually left Sonleitner 
with insufficient friends to carry her 
through a fallow time? Eckhardt may 
soon find herself learning, as Sonleitner 
apparently forgot, the ancient wisdom of 
Casey Stengel: “The secret of managing is 
keeping the people who hate you away 
from the ones that are undecided.” ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

God or the Devil in the Details? 


Now the entire city charter was of one language 
and uniform words. And it came to pass when AMD 
traveled from the east , that they found an Aquifer 
and settled there. And they said , “Come, let us build 
ourselves a corporate campus and a tower with its top 
in the heavens , and let us make ourselves a name." 

“We’re not asking you to place ballot language 
... that reads, ‘Shall the city charter be amended 
because one multinational corporation called 
Advanced Micro Devices wants to urbanize and 
pollute the Barton Springs watershed so the exec- 
utives have a shorter commute?”' emphasized lux- 
uriantly-locked Save Our Springs Alliance com- 
munications director Colin Clark, no doubt sapped 
of his Samson-like strength after hours of delay. 

The rhetorical flourish, coming in the late afternoon 
instead of a scheduled morning showtime, cut to 
the quick the debate between SOS and council 
over how to accurately reflect on the ballot the pro- 
posed charter amendments punishing development 
over the Edwards Aquifer and making city info more 
accessible online. 

Any hopes that council might have dulled the 
edges of its ballot language sailed through the 
windshield last week, when the aquifer amendment 
ballot wording was punched up by Will Wynn him- 
self to be even less inviting (see p.30). The may- 
or’s prediction is that under the ordinance, corpora- 
tions would have to carry contingent liability insur- 
ance should any of their future developments 
somehow run afoul of the aquifer, something they’d 
be unwilling to do: Hence, “the city’s ability to enter 
into economic development agreements” would be 
“severely” limited “anywhere in the city.” 

A laundry list of city programs were also hung 
out to dry, in the new language: roads, water quali- 
ty, drainage infrastructure, and more. Never one to 
let a talking point lie when he can bludgeon it to 
death, Brewster McCracken repeatedly gonged 
the “misleading, inaccurate title” of SOS’ amend- 
ments, their “Clean Water” and “Clean Govern- 
ment” initiatives no better than the Bush double- 
speak of “Clear Skies” and “Healthy Forests” in 
his estimation. “We have a duty to tell the truth to 
the voters,” McCracken insisted. 

Lee Leffingwell didn’t agree that SOS was intent 
on bombing the city back to a Luddite prehistory in 
which the only advanced micro devices would be 
smooth stones, but said the proposers simply fell 
victim to “flaws inherit in the [petition and referen- 
dum] process. ... I don’t think that there was any 
intent on the part of the writers to write an amend- 
ment that would have all these effects.” 


And SOS descended to see the city and the tower 
that the sons of man had built , to stop it, and grand- 
fathered permits, and incentives, and recordeth all the 
Happy Hours in the city, and putteth it in the Charter. 

The city attorneys returned to their crypts to 
draft the final language, with council returning to 
ACLU/SOS’ "Clean Government” proposal follow- 
ing the weekly zoning progression. McCracken’s 
version enumerated (opponents insist overstated) 
the myriad potential consequences: requiring the 
online posting of all private e-mails, phone calls, 
and meetings with citizens and co-workers would 
have a start-up cost of $36 million (and $12 mil- 
lion annually), and “limit the ability of citizens to 
keep private the details of these communications.” 

SOS attorney Sarah Baker called McCracken’s 
language “factually inaccurate,” including an inflat- 
ed cost estimate that’s “yet to be bid on.” Clark 
returned to the podium, arguing that proponents 
aren’t hoping for argumentative language like, 
“amend our charter to reform our city government 
to end the disproportionate influence that high-paid 
city lobbyists and insiders have over our city,” and 
asked the same from the council. Nobody was lis- 
tening. McCracken, treating the amendment as 
Austin’s answer to the PATRIOT Act, raised the pos- 
sibility of librarians having to disclose what books 
their patrons checked out. “I think you’re attempt- 
ing to construe this in a Big Brother way,” said 
Clark. McCracken replied, “I don’t have to construe 
it.” “All we’re asking you is to be fair, be honest ...” 
implored Clark. “The ballot language is not the 
right place to campaign and scare voters.” 

And then the Council said, “Come, let us descend 
and confuse their language, so that one will not 
understand the language of their initiative." And the 
Council scattered them from there upon the face of 
the entire earth, and AMD continued building the city. 

Sensing a foregone conclusion (McCracken’s lan- 
guage was unanimously adopted), Bunch and the 
other proponents seemed more intent on circum- 
venting the council, promising voter education and 
outreach on what they feel the true impact of the 
amendment is. They’ll be facing an uphill battle, as 
former Council Member (and former Chronicle poli- 
tics editor) Daryl Slusher circulated an e-mail last 
week detailing his objections to SOS’ approach - 
the least of which is placing the term “happy 
hours” into the city charter (see p.30). 

We catch a breather this week, while council 
shotguns Lone Stars over SXSW and spring break. 
But expect the babble to keep bubbling, at least 
until May. - Wells Dunbar

Travis Co. commissioners have agreed to pay just over $22,000 to Angelia 
Steadtler, who sued the county last year after the Travis Co. Medical Exam- 
iner’s Office allowed an eye bank to harvest her late husband’s corneas 
without her permission. Steadtler sued the county and TCME Roberto 
Bayardo in federal court last spring, asserting that officials violated her prop- 
erty and due process rights.

Austin won a 2005 Accessible America Award last week, along with Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and West Hollywood, Calif. Every year the National Organiza- 
tion on Disability recognizes three cities as models for designing programs 
and services with disabled citizens in mind. This year Cambridge got top 
honors, with a $25,000 prize (earmarked for disability-related spending), in 
part for a grant-matching program encouraging accessible storefront entranc- 
es. West Hollywood earned the $20,000 prize for gearing city infrastructure 
toward a population that is aging and includes a disproportionately high 
number of people living with HIV/AIDS. Austin will receive $10,000, with a 
variety of initiatives having caught NOD’s attention, including the 2005 
Community Conversation, an online survey conducted by area community 
organizations to gather citizen input on the city’s accessibility issues. NOD 
cited various other contributors to the honor, including the Visitability Ordin- 
ance and the SMART Housing program, both of which give home-builders 
incentives for meeting accessibility standards; Disaster Ready Austin, which 
teaches disability awareness; and the Work-Based Learning Program, which 
coordinates job-placement for disabled youths. Austin’s response to disabled 
hurricane evacuees also got NOD’s approval. - Nora Ankrum 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


On Friday, March 10, the Federal Emergency Management Agency 

extended by 30 days its assistance registration deadline for victims of hurri- 
canes Katrina and Rita in Louisiana, Mississippi, and Texas. In order to be 
considered for temporary disaster housing assistance, special low-interest 
loans for business owners, homeowners, and renters, as well as other forms 
of federal and state aid, those affected by the hurricanes must register with 
FEMA by April 10.

Independent gubernatorial candidate Kinky Friedman’s quest to get on the 
November ballot is moving along swimmingly, report campaign staffers. 
Indeed, the campaign picked up more than 300 signatures in the first hours 
of the petition drive at a midnight rally on the Capitol steps on March 8. 
Under Texas’ election law, Friedman has until May 11 to collect just over 
45,000 signatures of valid, registered voters that did not vote in either par- 
ty’s primary election, in order to secure a spot on the ballot. The campaign 
has petition-signing events scheduled across town - including a March 16 
signature collection drive at Tom’s Tabooleh on the Drag. The campaign is 
also organizing a door-to-door, block-walking signature drive scheduled for 
March 25-26. For more info, go to www.kinkyfriedman.com. - J.S. 

Of course, that petition drive - and that of the other indie guv candidate, 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn - are blamed for last week’s low voter turnout. 
Austin Democratic State Rep. Mark Strama is calling for a revision to Texas 
election law to let primary voters sign a petition for an independent candi- 
date seeking to have their name included on the state ballot. “Voters should 
not have to choose between participating in the primaries or signing a peti- 
tion for an independent candidate for governor,” he said. “Just because 
some people want to support [Friedman or Strayhorn] doesn’t mean they 
should be denied the right to vote in their party’s primary for state represen- 
tative, or county commissioner, or judge.” - J.S. 

Speaking of Kinky, to judge by all the breathless press coverage of his 
appearance at the Dallas St. Patrick’s Parade on March 11, it would be safe 
to assume that Saturday was the s-l-o-w-e-s-t news day in recent history. 
Indeed, according to an AP wire report, a photographer caught Friedman, who 
was serving as grand marshal of the parade, riding in a car (traveling three 
miles per hour) holding an open Guinness beer in his hand. And that, the AP 
pointed out, is a violation of the open container laws, a Class C misdemean- 
or, punishable by up to a $500 fine. Apparently, a Dallas Morning News pho- 
tographer snapped a shot of Friedman leaning over to take a sip from an 
already open beer that had been passed to him by a spectator. The moment 
might’ve passed by without notice - Friedman wasn’t cited for the violation 
by any of the police working crowd management - had the crack AP news- 
hounds not spotted the container violation in a DMN photo they were prepar- 
ing to send out over the wire, thus sparking the after-the-fact beer-sipping 
scoop, which the Kinkster’s campaign has since cheekily dubbed Guinness- 
gate. Unbelievably, at press time the beer-basted scandal had already been 
picked up by 122 news outlets - from Texas to California to Australia - 
reports the Kinkster campaign. - J.S. 

State Rep. Carter Casteel, R-New Braunfels, will seek a ballot recount in 
her narrow loss last week to rookie candidate Nathan Macias. The two-term 
representative, who lost the hotly contested race by just 45 votes in the HD 
73 Republican primary, has hired Austin attorney Buck Wood, one of the top 
election lawyers in the state, to represent her in the recount. Casteel was 
one of five GOP House members who drew primary opposition in direct 
response to their “no” votes last year on school voucher legislation support- 


ed by far-right San Antonio millionaire James Leininger. Leininger under- 
wrote the lion’s share of Macias’ campaign, as he did for four other candi- 
dates. Only two of the five campaigns saw victories, however. - Amy Smith 

What’s a Brenham Democrat to do about a primary victory that he didn’t 
want? Henry Boehm Jr., a physician who withdrew from the Senate District 
18 primary race a month ago, may just decide to accept his party’s nomina- 
tion after unintentionally beating Bret Baldwin of Yoakum by 531 votes. 
Boehm had pulled out of the race on Feb. 4, too late to have his name 
removed from the ballot. Sen. Ken Armbrister, D-Victoria, is retiring from his 
SD 18 seat this year after nearly two decades in office. Armbrister is fre- 
quently mistaken for a Republican because he votes fairly consistently with 
the GOP majority. His district, which takes in 11 counties, including Bastrop 
and Caldwell counties, is largely conservative, but Texas Democrats hope to 
keep the seat from shifting to the GOP nevertheless. That could be tough 
because the GOP nominee is already a state rep with a higher profile and a 
socially conservative agenda that will appeal to the “faith, family, and free- 
dom” crowd. Rep. Glen Hegar, R-Katy, who hopes to trade his House seat 
for a Senate post, secured 56.8% of the vote in a three-way primary contest. 
He doesn’t know yet whether he’ll face Boehm or Baldwin in November. 
Boehm told the Brenham Banner-Press that he was discussing his options 
with his family and state party leaders. Stay tuned. - A.S. 

A Houston senator who led efforts to stiffen DWI laws in Texas has checked 
himself into an alcohol treatment center. “I am an alcoholic,” Sen. Mario 
Gallegos, a Democrat, said in a statement released last Friday. “Through 
this disease, I have injured my health and caused pain to my family.” He 
said he is currently enrolled in a one-month residential treatment program 
“to help me get on the right track toward a healthier lifestyle.” Gallegos said 
he remains in contact with his legislative staff and intends to participate in 
an upcoming special session on school finance, which Gov. Rick Perry is 
expected to convene some time this spring. Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst offered 
the senator his support. “I want to compliment Sen. Gallegos on his cour- 
age and wish him a full and speedy recovery,” Dewhurst said. In 1999, 
Gallegos sponsored legislation that lowered the legal limit for blood alcohol 
levels from .10 to .08. - A.S.

Suspect Allegedly Runs 
Over Austin Cop With Car 

Austin Police have arrested and charged 24-year-old 
Armando Torres with aggravated assault of a police officer in 
connection with his allegedly dragging and then running over 
five-year police officer Brenda Bermudez while driving a sto- 
len Subaru through an HEB parking lot on March 7. According 
to an arrest affidavit, Bermudez pulled Torres over after clock- 
ing him speeding on East Riverside. She asked him for identi- 
fication, but Torres said he didn’t have any on him. Bermudez 
not only recognized Torres from a February 2005 burglary 
investigation - during which Torres reportedly knocked 
Bermudez into a stack of milk crates - but also recognized the 
green Subaru from a stolen car report she’d taken March 6 at 
a nearby apartment complex. While waiting for backup to 
arrive, Bermudez saw an increasingly “impatient” Torres 
“reach down to his left leg area,” according to the affidavit; 
Bermudez reached into the vehicle for Torres’ arm and told 
him not to move, reads the affidavit, but Torres didn’t listen 
and began “struggling,” with her, and was eventually able to 
start the car and put it into drive. With Bermudez’s arm still 
trapped inside the passenger compartment, “Torres pressed 
the accelerator, took off at a high rate of speed, [and] jumped 
the curb he had stopped in front of,” reads the affidavit, drag- 
ging Bermudez along with the car nearly 15 feet before she 
was able to free her arm. She finally broke free, falling to the 
ground, before the car ran over her legs, according to police. 
“Officer Bermudez was yelling very loud and kept telling Torres 
to stop [the car],” reads the affidavit. “Bermudez finally was 
able to disengage and fell to the ground. As she fell, the vehi- 
cle ran over her legs and possibly her hip area.” 

Bermudez was taken to the hospital with injuries to her 
back, neck, right knee, and right shoulder; at press time 
Torres remained in the Travis Co. jail on $120,000 bond.

Still Seeking No- 

Hey, remember when the Chronicle 
put the dead cats on the cover (Nov. 
18)? That was soooo cool. But a coali- 
tion of Austin animal groups want to 
make sure we never have the opportu- 
nity to ever do that again by stopping 
the problem at its source. By bringing 
in No-Kill consultant Nathan 
Winograd for a two-day conference 
March 25-26, the coalition wants to 
reinvigorate Austin’s foundering effort to 
reduce the number of cats and dogs 
killed each year at Town Lake Animal 
Center. “The hope is to bring the ani- 
mal welfare community together to see 
how possible it is. It’s incredibly possi- 
ble,” said Emily Jourdan of the SPCA 
of Greater Austin, which organized the 
event in coordination with Emancipet, 
Animal Trustees of Austin, Spay Austin, 
Shadow Cats, and others. 

Despite a six-year-old plan to reduce 
the number of euthanasias performed 
each year, TLAC still kills a little more 
than half of the 20,000-plus animals 
that come through its doors each year. 
That’s better than many urban areas, 
where kill rates run in the 80-90% 
range. But animal lovers still dream of 
rates like San Francisco, where less 
than 20% die. 

Winograd, who led the San Francisco 
shelter to its current fame and glory, 
now flies around the country helping 
shelters change their ways. He is a con-

sultant, and charges for his ser- 
vices - a current contract with 
Philadelphia, for example, cost 
$16,000. After one year of his 
services, a Philadelphia shelter 
reduced its kill rate from more 
than 80% to 56%. After hearing 
about his services, the SPCA 
raised $5,000 to hold the two- 
day conference. Winograd has 
not looked at Austin’s situation 
in detail (one of the services he 
offers is shelter assessments) 
but he says the systems that helped 
San Francisco and other cities reduce 
their kill rates can work anywhere. “The 
problems are the same,” he said. “The 
numbers may be slightly different, the 
percentages of certain animals may be 
different, but all shelters are dealing 
with” problem areas like feral cats, large 
dogs, pit bulls, adult cats, and so on. 

Austin is already doing many of his 
recommended activities, such as exten- 
ded adoption hours, and volunteer and 
animal-foster programs. Others it does 
not, such as offering cash-back incentives 
to fix pit bulls, large-scale free spay/ 
neuter campaigns, or holding regular, 
frequent opportunities to adopt animals 
at public locations like fairs and malls. 
And, even if TLAC has programs in 
place, Winograd suggests they may not 
be as efficient as they need to be. “If it 
was doing them fully, and fully exploit- 


ing the potential, you wouldn’t have the 
level of killing you do now,” he said. 

For Jourdan, the conference provides 
an additional opportunity. Austin has a 
large and active animal welfare commu- 
nity, but many members complain that 
too often everyone seems to be tripping 
over each other. “We realized [Winograd] 
could meld us together like glue,” she 
said. “If we had a consultant holding us 
responsible, we’d work together better.” 

The free conference takes place 
Saturday and Sunday, March 25-26, 
9am-5pm at Cap City Comedy Club 
(8120 Research, 467-2333), which is of 
course the only logical place to discuss 
animal euthanasia.

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Feds' Animal ID Program Raises 
Ruckus Among Small Farmers 


Carol Ann Sayles, co-owner with her hus- 
band Larry Butler of East Austin’s landmark 
organic Boggy Creek Farm, is surrounded by 
a clucking mob. She spreads freshly harvest- 
ed lettuce and escarole, as her henhouse 
descends into lunchtime disorder. Sayles is 
famously proud of her flock, even compiling 
tales of the chickens for her children’s book, 
Stories From the Hen House. Lately, however, 
Sayles’ fondness for her pets and feathered 
farmhands has turned to apprehension, as 
Texas legislators have been preparing local 
farmers for the application of the new 
National Animal Identification 
System. And more than a few inde- 
pendent farmers aren’t particularly 
keen on the letter of this law. 

The National Animal Identification 
System was first conceived by Secretary 
Ann Veneman’s U.S. Deptartment of 
Agriculture in December 2003. At first, 
it was an attempt to soothe public 
worries over the incidence of mad 
cow disease, and was in fact created 
at the behest of the meatpacking 
industry, as foreign markets - specifi- 
cally that of Japan - began to get skit- 
tish over American beef. Then, in the 
wake of the more recent media blitz 
over the international spread of avian 
flu, poultry giants climbed on board. 

Although the federal NAIS exists only in 
draft form, the last Legislature enacted HB 
1361, a law that would ratify for Texas the 
eventual federal program. As it currently 
stands, the NAIS would follow a three-tiered 
program. The first step would require that any 
premises where livestock or poultry are kept - 
be it a home, ranch, or otherwise - have reg- 
istered business or personal information with 
a USDA database. As of December, the Texas 
Animal Health Commission has registered 
over 4,000 premises, and plans to make the 
process mandatory by July 1. The next step 
involves assigning seven-digit identification 
numbers, and tags or implanted computer 
chips, to individual animals. (There’s an 
exception for large herds moved as a group in 
the production process - as is often the case 
with the companies that control most meat- 
packing and distribution - that would require 
only a single group or lot number.) Finally, 
according to a fact sheet distributed by the 
TAHC, owners will have to record and notify the 
USDA whenever an animal is “moved, sold, 
commingled, or slaughtered.” The nebulous 
language of the NAIS appears to encompass 
recording of activity as elaborate as a cattle 
drive, or as simple as a daily horse ride. 

Recognizing the benefits large corporations 
can reap from these attempts to monitor and 
protect their products, Sayles worries about 
how this could affect her and other small 
farmers in terms of loss of time and funds. 
“Time is money, and you’re going to be inside 
doing paperwork. It’s estimated that some- 
body with 500 cows is going to be having to 
do 2,000 notifications to the USDA every 
year,” she says, “and the producer - that’s us 
- the farmer, and even your Aunt Mary, will 
have to pay all the costs associated with it. 
USDA’s not going to pay anything.” On that 
score she’s correct; in fact, owners will be 


expected to pay the estimated $5-a-head 
price for individual tags or surgically implant- 
ed chips (for livestock), which does not 
include either chip implantation or the detec- 
tion device used to check the chip’s effective- 
ness. There’s even a proposed $l,000-a-day 
noncompliance fee. 

Judith McGeary, a local attorney repre- 
senting the Texas Organic Farmers and 
Growers Association, charges that there are 
also constitutional questions about the NAIS. 
For example, the program may conflict with 


the First Amendment - in Wisconsin, where 
this system is already enforced, Mennonite 
communities are contemplating emigration to 
Canada because they consider the technology 
an encroachment on their religious freedoms. 
There are also privacy concerns, since the 
computer chip or tag attached to an animal 
could provide the government nearly any 
degree of supervision. Some chips would allow 
the USDA the ability to pick up radio signals, 
others are equivalent to a global positioning 
system tracking device. McGeary points out, 
“An owner of a chicken will be under stricter 
surveillance than an owner of a gun.” 

On Feb. 17, the TAHC met publicly to dis- 
cuss the first stage of premise identification, 
and the negative reaction was such that a 
public meeting was initially scheduled for mid- 
March. That meeting has since been can- 
celled, and the next opportunity for public dis- 
cussion is May 4, although the actual agenda 
is yet to be determined. In a prepared state- 
ment, TAHC executive director Dr. Bob Hill- 
man said, “The agenda for that meeting will 
not be developed until late April. It is too 
early to know whether the proposed regula- 
tions will be considered at that meeting.” 
Sayles says she understands the necessity 
for disease prevention in livestock and poul- 
try, but considers the NAIS as planned simply 
too burdensome a solution. “They can make 
it voluntary for everybody,” she argues, “or 
they can limit it to certain segments of factory 
farms and leave the little guy out.” The costs, 
the minutiae of compliance, and what she 
considers government interference in owner- 
ship of her own chickens, will be just too 
much to bear. If the NAIS is enacted as cur- 
rently planned, Sayles says, she will likely 
have no choice but to abandon her henhouse 
and her feathered, egg-producing friends. 
“When they go,” she shakes her head, “that’s 
the soul of the farm.” - Frank Rivera

Compare the 
turnout between District 47, with closely contested House races on both 
sides of the ballot, and District 48, which had little to do this time 
around (except for the half of D 48’s Dems who got to weigh in on the 
Sonleitner/Eckhardt race).

• Countywide races: In the gubernatorial race, Bob Gammage did a lit- 
tle better in Travis than he did statewide, but not by much, with Chris Bell 
handing him his hat in every corner of the county. Ditto for Buddy Meyer’s 
surprisingly vigorous, but not enough so, campaign against bench veteran 
Charlie Baird, for the 299th District Court judgeship. The closest contest 
on the ballot - the County Court at Law No. 2 race between Eric 
Shepperd and Elena Diaz - featured some pretty extreme ethnic voting in 
districts 46 and 51, along with offsetting big wins for each candidate in 
districts 47 and 48. We can perhaps chalk up Shepperd’s 154-vote victo- 
ry to the habit of certain Northwest Austinites to vote all the time, every 
time, in every race, no matter what.

decided here, and the turnout patterns work to Ankrum’s advantage. As 
for poor County Commissioner Karen Sonleitner, she just cratered every- 
where; for a three-term incumbent to lose 50 out of 63 boxes, throughout 
a fairly diverse district, speaks to more than just voter pique over a sin- 
gle issue. Of course, the GOP is probably now kicking itself for not field- 
ing a candidate in this race, seeing how handily Sonleitner got primaried 
by a challenge to both her left and, truth be told, the left of the district. 
Down in Precinct 4, Margaret Gomez had little trouble with her insurgent 
challenger Yolanda Montemayor, though (not for the first time) Gomez’s 
solid support in the largely non-Latino 78704 boxes (those within District 
49) helped substantially.

Bolsheviks in Our Classrooms! 


David Horowitz - former Sixties activist 
turned far-right enthusiast and self-pro- 
claimed “defender of the rights of blacks, 
gays, women, Jews, Muslims, Christians, 
and white males” - is concerned. He 
believes that academia’s ivory tower is col- 
lapsing under the pressure of extreme left 
ideology. Deciding to save young minds from 
what he perceives is an erosion of free 
speech on college campuses, Horowitz pub- 


lished a list and supporting book titled The 

Professors: The 101 Most Dangerous 
Academics in America. Two of these perni- 
cious professors are entrenched within UT’s 
lecture halls. 

Robert Jensen and Dana Cloud both 
operate within the same square block along 
Dean Keeton, in the College of Commun- 
ication, and they are concerned with the con- 
sequences Horowitz’s publication might have. 


Jensen’s apprehensions aren’t for the aca- 
demics on Horowitz’s list but for the grad stu- 
dents and untenured professors with similar 
ideology. He believes that if they “pursue cer- 
tain lines of thought, there is potential punish- 
ment” waiting from like-minded demagogues. 

On the other hand, Cloud worries about 
implications for her professional and personal 
conduct. “There’s this tendency to be apolo- 
getic,” she asserts, “Like, 'Of course we don’t 
indoctrinate students, of course we are 
responsible teachers, of course we are for 
free inquiry.’ And, of course, we are. But I 


think that gives in to the argument that to be 
political as teachers and as scholars is to not 
be for those things.” Cloud believes she ade- 
quately separates her political and professori- 
al lives, but that, should she challenge a stu- 
dent’s firmly held world views, this is a type of 
danger a student could only benefit from 
experiencing. “We need to assert our right to 
free pedagogy in the classroom.” 

As for being labeled dangerous? Cloud 
doesn’t believe the brand is appropriate. 

“How dangerous could I be?” she asks.

How to Read a 
Charter Amendment 


As readers may be aware, there’s a sizable handful of proposed city charter amendments 
heading for the May municipal ballot, and none have aroused more controversy than the two 
"Clean Water/Clean Government” amendments submitted via petitions by the Save Our 
Springs Alliance, the ACLU, and a coalition of other local environmental and public activist 
organizations. In each instance, the amendment proponents have their own notions about what 
their proposals might do, and the City Council has offered an entirely different perspective. 

We think much of the disagreement is semantic. That is, one citizen’s Green Dream is anoth- 
er citizen’s Scorched Earth; one citizen’s Era of Public Democracy is another’s Extremely 
Expensive Exercise in Busybody Nannyism. 

In a spirit of public information and popular democracy, this week we offer the Chronicle’ s 

Handy Instant Translations of Proposed Charter Amendments. Below, on the one hand, 
are the versions offered by SOS and other supporters; on the other, are the versions currently 
drafted by the Austin City Council. - Michael King

Austin's New Karl Rove: Daryl S lusher? 


As the rhetoric heats up over the proposed 
“Clean Water/Clean Government” charter 
amendments soon to appear on an election 
ballot near you, two former allies and more 
recently adversaries have resumed verbal 
combat. Last week, former Council Member 
Daryl Slusher distributed an e-mail around 
town harshly criticizing the amendments and 
advocating their defeat. Among other things, 
Slusher finds the proposals ill-considered, 
badly drafted, and marked by vague language 
- in short, he doesn’t like them. “These pro- 
posals, whether one agrees with the sub- 
stance or not, do not belong in the City 
Charter,” Slusher writes. “The Charter is 
Austin’s Constitution and should cover funda- 


mental matters of governance such as: what 
form of government the City will have; what 
the governing body will be; the length of 
terms for elected officials; budget responsibil- 
ities; and other such matters of fundamental 
governance. The proposals in these amend- 
ments, even if one supports them, should be 
ordinances or resolutions.” And so on. 

Slusher cut his journalistic teeth at the 
Chronicle defending Barton Springs and was 
an original member of the so-called Green 
Council, which was supposed to establish a 
bulwark against unfettered development and 
environmental degradation. But several years 
ago, some local environmentalists - most 
prominently Save Our Springs Alliance 


director Bill Bunch - read Slusher out of the 
environmental community for insufficient devo- 
tion, or as the SOS Web site puts it: “Slusher 
spent more of his years in office saying ‘no’ 
to specific requests for specific actions to 
help protect Barton Springs.” It’s been some 
time since SOS could bring itself to make 
common cause with Slusher (or other council 
members) on policy matters; indeed, the char- 
ter campaign is largely an extension of con- 
tinuing SOS frustration at what it considers 
the council’s foot-dragging, most notably the 
decision by AMD to build its new campus in 
the Barton Springs contributing zone. 

The SOS response to Slusher’s letter calls 
it the first salvo in the coming attacks of 
“Citizens for Austin’s Future,” a new “political 
insider” city PAC formed to defeat the amend- 
ments (i.e. , Slusher is no more than a tool of 


the developers). SOS accuses Slusher of con- 
founding the two propositions - although they 
overlap in intent and have been promoted in 
combination from the beginning - and dis- 
misses his criticisms as carping. This amend- 
ment “represents an opportunity for the peo- 
ple of Austin to do what the City Council has 
not done - denounce the profound disrespect 
shown by AMD and our silent elected officials 
to the future of Austin and Barton Springs,” 
SOS writes. According to the “SOS Clean 
Water Clean Government PAC,” “Slusher’s crit- 
icisms are taken from the playbook of the PAC 
that in 1992 worked with Karl Rove to fight 
the SOS Ordinance, which was characterized 
as a ‘costly mistake that could backfire.’” 
“Political insider” is one thing - but 
the new Karl Rove? In this town, that’s a 
low blow. - Michael King

Students Want Pot Equality 

UT students passed a nonbinding referendum on March 1 that 
calls for “equalizing” penalties associated with pot and alcohol use. 
The initiative, which passed with 64% of the vote, calls for penalties 
for on-campus pot use to be “no greater than the penalties currently 
imposed” for on-campus drinking. The newly created Texas branch of 
the Colorado-based Safer Alternative for Enjoyable Recreation 
organized the UT referendum; the SAFER movement - which began in 
the wake of two alcohol-related student deaths at the University of 
Colorado - is an educational campaign designed to highlight the rela- 
tive risks associated with marijuana and alcohol use. Alcohol, they 
argue, is by far more harmful; no one has ever died from a marijuana 
overdose, while alcohol is consistently linked not only to overdose 
deaths but also to a host of other risky and violent behaviors. To 
date, SAFER has been behind the successful passage of five equal- 
ization measures - including recent successful votes at UT and 
Florida State University, and in Denver’s November municipal election. 

In other cannabis-related news, a bill legalizing medi-pot use for 
New Mexico patients died on the state Flouse floor Feb. 21, on the 
last day of a 30-day special legislative session. The bill (SB 258) 
passed swiftly through the state Senate but ran into trouble in the 
Flouse where Speaker Ben Lujan assigned the measure to the 
Agriculture and Water Resources Committee, whose members, the 
Drug Policy Alliance reports, were predisposed to kill the measure. 
Bill supporters were successful in getting the legislation transferred 
for a hearing and passed by the Flouse Judiciary Committee, but a 
Republican filibuster on the Flouse floor ran down the legislative clock 
on the last day of the session, killing the bill. This is the second year 
in a row that a medi-pot measure has failed to pass through the New 
Mexico Legislature. 

Meanwhile, in Nevada, the Marijuana Policy Project is again 
ramping up efforts to legalize the possession and use of small 
amounts of pot by adults over 21. The tax-and-regulate proposal 
would legalize possession of up to one ounce of marijuana by adults, 
in their homes, and would allow the state to license and regulate 
marijuana growers, distributors, and retailers. Meanwhile, the mea- 
sure would increase criminal penalties for providing pot to a minor 
and for driving while intoxicated. In 2002, a similar MPP-backed pro- 
posal - which capped possession at three ounces and did not 
increase penalties for criminal violations - lost at the polls with just 
39% of voters in favor of the measure. But backers of the new-and- 
improved proposal feel confident it will pass in November. “It’s a dif- 
ferent petition this time,” Neal Levine, executive director of the 
Nevada Committee to Regulate and Control Marijuana, told the 
Las Vegas Sun. “We’ve made sure it has sensible safeguards built in.”

Public Benefit Problems 

The Health and Human Services Commission is hit- 
ting the halfway point of a pilot program, launched Jan. 
20 in Flays and Travis counties, for testing a new system 
of enrolling Texans for public benefits like food stamps, 
CHIP, Temporary Assistance for Needy Families, and 
Medicaid. Born out of the cost-cutting mandates of 
2003 ’s HB 2292, the new program would close 99 HHSC 
offices, replacing them with call centers and online enroll- 
ment. These components would seem a welcome change 
given that under the current system applicants are limited 
to snail mail or a visit to the nearest HHSC office, but the 
pilot hasn’t proven problem-free. 

FI FISC, the Center for Public Policy Priorities, and 
Rep. Elliott Naishtat’s office have all received complaints 
from people who’ve been bounced back and forth among 
representatives who can’t seem to assist them. In addi- 
tion, the CCCP worries that those who don’t have phone 
or Internet access might be less likely to apply than 
before, especially if their nearest HHSC office has closed. 
“There has to be a balance between the needs of popula- 
tions who want face-to-face interaction and those who 
don’t,” says CCCP Assistant Director Anne Dunkelberg, 
adding that HHSC is facing daunting staffing issues and 

NEWS FLASH: Rich folks 
give to Republicans 

Nineteen Texans have landed on Forbes magazine’s 
2006 list of the world’s richest people, and guess what? 
The majority of them are prolific contributors to Republi- 
can candidates and officeholders. Nevertheless, none of 
the 19 billionaires come anywhere close to matching the 
state’s two largest individual donors - San Antonio pro- 
voucher conservative James Leininger and Flouston 
homebuilder Bob Perry - in campaign dollars, which 
might explain why they’re on the Forbes list and Leininger 
and Perry are not. Forbes reported a record number of 
793 billionaires in 2006 compared to 476 just three 
years ago. Proving that the rich keep getting richer, Dell 
Computer founder Michael Dell climbed to the No. 12 
spot this year with a net worth of $17.1 billion. All things 
considered, Dell is not exactly a high-roller in state poli- 
tics. Texas Ethics Commission records show he gave 
under $20,000 in 2005 - $5,000 to ex-Dell exec and 
Austin resident Ben Bentzin, the GOP nominee for 
Flouse District 48; $10,000 to Republican Attorney 


technological hurdles. Employees have been quitting their 
jobs in anticipation of office closings and layoffs, leaving 
the agency shorthanded during this critical transition peri- 
od; meanwhile, the new system relies on the rollout of the 
state’s new computer program, TIERS, which itself has 
been in a prolonged pilot phase and must now catch up 
with the needs of an online enrollment service it was not 
originally designed to accommodate. 

The biggest worry right now is that the pilot might not 
reveal all of the program’s potential flaws. It remains to 
be seen whether monitoring by the state and the USDA 
can keep track of those who fall through the cracks (such 
as those with limited Internet access) or collect adequate 
data on why people are denied claims. Some benefit pro- 
grams, for instance, still require face-to-face interviews, 
fingerprinting, or signatures before applicants can be 
approved, though an online application can kick-start the 
request process; the new in-person/fax/online/phone 
combination leaves a lot of room for confusion as to 
which applicants can use which services when, and mis- 
takes - such as missing a deadline - can have serious 
consequences, from the delay of emergency food stamps 
for a family in need to the outright denial of an applicant’s 
benefits. Despite concerns, however, the new system’s 
April rollout appears to be on schedule, with statewide 
implementation to follow in December. - Nora Ankrum 


General Greg Abbott; and $5,000 to Democratic Rep. 

Mark Strama of Austin. 

By contrast, Wal-Mart heiress Alice Walton, who ranks 
No. 20 on the Forbes list with $15.7 billion in the bank, 
generally contributes in the hundreds of thousands to 
GOP politicians, particularly those who support private- 
school vouchers. Gov. Rick Perry is one of those pro- 
voucher recipients, and Walton rewarded him last year 
with a $100,000 contribution. She also gave Abbott 
$50,000 and Flouse Speaker Tom Craddick $25,000. 

The third richest Texan, Flouston energy billionaire Dan 
Duncan, who ranked No. 100 on the list, is usually good 
for a couple hundred thousand each year, with Perry, 

Abbott and Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst taking the top prizes 
in 2005. Oil, gas, and real estate tycoon Robert Rowling 
of Irving is one prolific donor who gets what he pays for. 
A UT regent and a member of Perry’s Tax Reform 
Commission, Rowling gave Perry $100,000 in 2005. 
Rounding out the top five richest Texans is former presi- 
dential candidate Ross Perot who, for better or worse, is 
the least generous political donor, contributing a measly 
$3,500 in 2005, with most of that going to state Sen. 
Jane Nelson, R-Lewisville. - Amy Smith 



CPT Activist Killed in Iraq 

The body of American activist Tom Fox 
was found in Baghdad last week. The 54- 
year-old Quaker was a father of two who 
worked as a grocer in Clearbrook, Va. For the 
past two years, he worked with Christian 
Peacemakers Team in Iraq and was one of 
four activists who were kidnapped last 
November. The whereabouts of his col- 
leagues, Canadians Harmeet Sooden and 
Jim Loney and Briton Norman Kember, are 
still unknown. Since the kidnapping over three 
months ago, the men’s captors have repeat- 
edly called for the release of all prisoners in 
U.S. and Iraqi detention centers and have 
threatened to kill these men if their demands 
are not met. The White Flouse has been quiet 
on the issue, though a spokesman for the 
State Department released a statement call- 
ing for the “unconditional release of all other 
hostages.” It has been reported that 430 for- 
eigners have been kidnapped in Iraq since 
the U.S.-led invasion, 45 of whom are current- 
ly missing. It is unknown exactly how many 


Iraqis are abducted, but reports range from 
10 to 30 people a day. 

Up until the day before his abduction, Tom 
Fox kept a blog called Waiting in the Light. The 
following is from a post in which Fox responds 
to a day in May 2005 that saw 31 people 
dead, 42 injured, and 17 abducted in Baghdad: 
“Imagine if these events took place in one day 
in Washington, D.C. or London, England. A 
state of emergency would be declared (Baghdad 
has been under a state of emergency for almost 
six months) and martial law would be imposed. 
Many civilians would probably stay home and 
some might leave the area. There would be 
nothing else on the media except coverage of 
the bloodshed. Life as normal would cease, as 
the populace would look to their government 
for leadership in bringing the chaos under con- 
trol. The populace would demand that this 
complete breakdown of the social fabric be 
mended immediately. But eventually the popu- 
lace would look for answers. Why did these 
horrible events transpire? What led up to this 
total meltdown of civil society? Who created 
this nightmare situation?” - Diana Welch

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Is It Legal to Save 
Energy? Well, Maybe • •• 

It was such a brilliant idea: Take one funny-lookin’ solar-pow- 
ered house efficient enough to generate excess electricity, 
hook it up to a less-efficient bungalow, and pass clean energy 
from house to house as easily as you could a cup of sugar. 
That was the idea Bo McCarver of the Blackland Commun- 
ity Development Corporation had for a pair of homes on 
Leona Street in East Austin. It was brilliant! At least, until he 
unveiled the idea to Austin Energy. That’s when the hopes 
started to dim. “I’m satisfied that the folks down with Austin 
Energy are good people,” said McCarver, “but we’ve got a 
strange law that will not let us move the energy here 15 feet 
to another low-income family.” 

Leona is in the Blackland neighborhood, just east of 1-35 
and just south of Manor Road. It’s a historically African- 
American community that was the site of one of the first big 
gentrification fights in East Austin, when UT grabbed and 
demolished a block of homes to add to its facilities in the 
1980s. McCarver’s been fighting to preserve affordability ever 
since. The CDC now owns about half the single-family homes 
and duplexes in the neighborhood, which it rents (but, to pre- 
vent flipping, does not sell) to residents making up to 50% of 
the local median family income. 

On a recent windy afternoon, McCarver was standing 
between a pair of houses. On the left is a weathered bunga- 
low, Minnie Harden’s old house - she’s passed on, but that’s 
what everyone still calls it. On the right is a structure every- 
one calls the “Solar D.” It was designed and built by UT 
School of Architecture students for the Solar Decathlon, a sus- 
tainable design contest in Washington, D.C., last fall. (They 
placed fifth.) The house is angular, glassy, and at about 600 
square feet, very compact. Inside it’s all honey wood and 
stainless steel: IKEA meets Metropolis magazine. 

McCarver is no metrosexual - he’s a tall, bearded gentle- 
man of the talkative-Texan genotype - but he is a longtime fan 
of solar energy. The Blackland community center has a 12- 
year-old solar system that fuels six tiny cottages known as 
Robert Shaw Village, cutting electricity bills of the elderly 
residents by one-third. “Some of the people we work with have 
virtually no income,” he said. “We want to keep their rent 
down, and also keep their utilities down.” 

The School of Architecture’s donation of the Solar D house 
last fall created just that opportunity. The house is outfitted 
with a 46-panel, 8 kilowatt system capable of generating 
about 12,000 kilowatt hours each year. (By comparison, the 
average solar system in Austin is 2.8 kilowatts and generates 


about 4,200 kilowatt hours each year.) On an average Austin 
home consuming about 13,000 kwh of electricity a year, the 
Solar D system probably might not create much of a surplus, 
particularly because people tend to use more energy (via air 
conditioning) on the same sunny days that generate the most 
energy. But the Solar D is expected to run on about 3,000 
kwh a year, leaving plenty of juice to share. (The savings come 
from super efficient appliances and windows, a heating sys- 
tem based on sun-warmed water, and the fact that the whole 
dang thing is airtight. McCarver likes to say that if you 
dropped it in the ocean, you could have yourself a fun little 
undersea expedition - at least until the air inside ran out.) So 
rather than sell the surplus back to Austin Energy in exchange 
for an energy bill credit, why not send it next door to directly 
cut the energy bills there? 

Here’s why not: a weird legal technicality. The Harden house 
and the Solar D house are on two tiny lots, with a property 
line between them. If that property line were not there, 
McCarver could hook one up to the other and that would be 
the end of it. (That’s how the Robert Shaw houses all run off 
one system, for example.) But, because the property line is 
there, Austin Energy gets concerned. “When we hear about 
something like that,” said Austin Energy attorney Bob Kahn, 


“It sounds like retail 
wheeling.” 

What the heck is 
“retail wheeling”? 

Texas is divided into 
service districts, each 
served by a single elec- 
tricity provider. Retail 
wheeling is when any 
other entity provides 
energy within that dis- 
trict, and it is illegal. 

The prohibition is to pro- 
tect against unregulated 
generators running on 
something that might 
annoy the neighbors, 
like diesel. Austin 
Energy’s concern is that 
if Blackland is allowed 
to transfer energy from 
one property to another, 
it would open the legal 
door to less endearing 
projects - although 
Kahn is careful to add 
that Austin Energy is 
still studying the issue and has no official position. “We’re not 
trying to find a way to kill this thing,” said Kahn. “This is first 
time we’ve had request like this, and I want to make sure we 
do it right.” 

Salvation may come in the uber-modernist aesthetic of the 
Solar D house. When the first Austin Energy representatives 
went out to the site to investigate, they decided what they saw 
was (drum roll) not actually a house! Instead, it is a “structure 
with some solar panels on it.” Perhaps the retail wheeling 
rules are different for shiny, angular, green-roofed, modularly 
constructed structures-not-houses? Kahn pointed out that 
when college or corporate campuses generate their own elec- 
tricity for multiple buildings, that also is not considered retail 
wheeling. Perhaps the pair of homes should be designated 
some sort of campus? Finally, Blackland could join the two 
lots, build a breezeway between the two houses, call it a 
duplex, and share electricity to their hearts’ content. 

Whatever they come up with on Leona Street, McCarver will 
still be a bit glum. He had other brilliant plans in the works to 
connect the rest of the Blackland homes into a big, beautiful, 
solar-sharing system, and those plans now look pretty dim. 

“We may solve it on this particular pair of houses, but we’ve 
got 35 more,” he said. - Rachel Proctor May

WAL-MART'S NEW FRONTMAN 

Good grief! Someone take up a collection, 
go to Wal-Mart, and buy a clue for Andy Young. 

This former civil rights worker, union orga- 
nizer, mayor, Congress critter, and UN ambas- 
sador has now cashed in his political influ- 
ence to become a frontman for - grab your 
socks - Wal-Mart! Yes, the retailing behemoth 
renowned and reviled for its poverty wages, 
miserly benefits, discrimination against 
women, third-world sweatshop goods, and 
predatory tactics to crush small business. 

How mingy is Wal-Mart? So mingy that a 
jury has found it guilty of cheating thousands 
of its workers out of their 30-minute, unpaid 
lunch breaks.

GREENLAND IS MELTING 

George W.’s mind seems to operate in an 
assbackward fashion. When there is zero evi- 
dence to warrant a presidential rush to 
action, he plunges dead ahead, facts be 
damned. Yet, when there is an abundance 
of evidence on an issue crying out for 
presidential action, he sits on his duff 
and does nothing. 

As we now know, Iraq had no weapons of 
mass destruction, had no connection to al 
Qaeda or 9/11, and posed no threat to our 
nation’s security. But there we are, with our 
soldiers and country mired in Bush’s bloody 
mess. Meanwhile, a new report shows that 
Greenland is melting in front of our very eyes. 
But Bush blindly insists that global warming 
is not happening and, therefore, the U.S. 
should merrily keep pumping out fossil fuel 
emissions, leaving the entire globe facing a 
disastrous mess. 

Using satellites, a research team from 
NASA and the University of Kansas has dis- 
covered the alarming fact that Greenland’s 
vast glaciers are melting more than twice as 
fast as they were only 10 years ago. This is 
no small matter - the Greenland Ice Sheet is 
up to 2 miles thick and covers an area nearly 
as big as Mexico. Over the last two decades, 
the air temperature over the country’s south- 
ern glaciers has risen by 5.4 degrees, caus- 
ing a larger and faster ice melt that, in turn, 
is causing a worrisome rise in sea levels. In 
1996, Greenland lost 22 cubic miles of its 
ice sheet. Last year, it lost 54 cubic miles. 

How much is that? Only one-fourth of a 
cubic mile of ice would supply all of the water 
that Los Angeles consumes in a year. 

This melt rate mirrors the findings of 
researchers analyzing other ice sheets, from 
the Himalayas to Bolivia. This drastic change 
not only threatens people on sea coasts, but 
also means the globe will see more and big- 
ger storms. 

Would someone please take off Bush’s 
blindfold and tell him to get his butt in gear.

Skies Partly Cloudy 

At anniversary. Air America still reaching for altitude

There is an “F the President” bumper sticker 
on the rear window of Lisa Simmons’ aging 
BMW She’s a single mother, a divorced trans- 
plant from Los Angeles. Her hair, sometimes 
streaked with blue, is dark brown today. On 
her jacket lapel - “Armani,” she notes - she 
sports a wide white-and-blue Air America but- 
ton, which she wears always, everywhere. 

Simmons is on her way to meet a client, but 
she pauses for a moment to express her outrage 
that her mother voted for Bush. “People like 
my mother are the reason I believe in my job,” 
she says. “It’s like they have Fox News plugged 
into their head.” 

Simmons is the primary local advertising rep 
for Air America Radio, the progressive talk for- 
mat carried by KOKE-AM (1600). The job is 
selling “spots,” radio ad time, but she often 
talks like a missionary offering salvation to the 
condemned. Around the office they call her 
“Miss Air America.” “I feel like I’m making a 
contribution to things I believe in,” she says, 
sounding nothing like the typical radio ad sales 
geek. “I could never go back to normal radio.” 

KOKE picked up Air America a year ago - 
March 14, 2005 - joining the hodgepodge of 
stations around the country carrying the 
attempt to counterattack Rush Limbaugh, Sean 
Hannity, and the other icons of conservative 
talk. Thus far, it’s been a year of mediocre rat- 
ings, technical problems, and continued 
rumors that the national network is about to 
crater. KOKE still doesn’t have an active Web 
site. But none of it dampens Simmons’ zeal. 

“I feel like it is my duty to help make the 
station successful,” Simmons says, guiding the 
BMW onto MoPac. “It’s the only station that 
matters. It’s important.” 

Good Enough 

When A1 Franken was working on his book, 
Lies and the Lying Liars Who Tell Them: A Fair 
and Balanced Look at the Right, he came across 
a study that said 21% of Americans get the 
majority of their news from talk radio. “That’s 
what this is all about,” he says on the phone 
from Air America’s New York studio. “It’s 
about getting a foothold in talk radio so we can 
push back.” 

Air America often takes on the aura of a cru- 
sade. On-air promotions describe the network 
as a battle for “truth and justice.” Devoted fans 
flock to events and often grow emotional 
describing the world before Air America. “Some 
people tell me they feel less alone,” says Frank- 
en, the former Saturday Night Live stalwart. 

As a commercial-radio enterprise, however, 
it’s been a bumpy ride. The first six months, as 
chronicled in the film documentary Left of the 
Dial, was a mix of true-believer fervor and ama- 
teurish screwups. The network has grown to 
88 affiliates, up from 50 a year ago, but it has 
been a stuttering, burping, two-steps-forward, 
one-step-back momentum. This month the 


network lost its affiliate in Phoenix when the 
station was sold and the new owner promptly 
switched to religious programming. A few days 
ago the Rupert Murdoch-owned New York Post 
floated a rumor that Air America was about to 
lose the lease on its New York station, forcing 
Air America to issue a statement assuring lis- 
teners that the format would stay on the air in 
the country’s most important radio market. 
“Air America Radio is much stronger today that 
it was one year ago or six months ago,” CEO 
Danny Goldberg wrote in a memo to affiliates, 
“and is on track to be stronger still in the com- 
ing year and years.” 

Overall, the network is still relatively puny 
compared to the world of conservative talk- 
radio. Limbaugh, for example, is carried by 
600 stations. In many cities, Air America is on 
stations with weak signals, literally overpow- 
ered by the entrenched giants. “Think of it as a 
shopping mall and their station is the little s 
store in the back next to where you get your = 
nails done,” says Tom Taylor of Inside Radio, an a 
industry newsletter. 

But there are pockets of solid, if not spec- 
tacular, success. In Portland and San Diego, 
Air America has established itself as a viable 
part of the radio dial. In many markets, includ- 
ing New York, Franken and Randi Rhodes often 
beat their conservative counterparts head-to- 
head among listeners 25 to 54 years old, an 
advertiser’s key demographic. “Frankly, the 
fact that they are in so many major markets is 
a huge accomplishment,” says industry con- 
sultant Robert Unmacht. 

Talk radio is a notoriously difficult format to 
establish. “You don’t just turn them on and have 
success like you would with a music format,” 
Unmacht says. Conversely, once talk formats 
are established, the audiences tend to be 
rabidly loyal. “Look at how hard it is to unseat 
Rush or Hannity today,” Unmacht says.

Considering the shaky start and the oft- 
expressed attitude that “liberals just ain’t good 
talk radio,” the network’s survival is seen as a 
major achievement. “They certainly have out- 
lasted the naysayers,” says Sean Ross of Edison 
Media Research. “I’m sure a lot of people didn’t 
expect A1 to be on the radio after two years.” 

In fact, Franken originally signed for only a 
year. “I didn’t know whether I would like it and 


I didn’t know whether I would be any good at 
it,” he says. Turns out, as his character Stuart 
Smalley would say, he’s good enough, smart 
enough and, doggone it, people like him. He is 
still the network’s biggest star, finding a bal- 
ance between serious discourse on Social 
Security payout charts and comedy bits. 
“Cheney shoots a guy, you’re going to do com- 
edy,” he says. 

Instead of burning out, Franken demon- 
strates boundless energy for his role, keeping 
up a blinding schedule of appearances and 
benefits. He seems energized by the constant 
barrage of assaults from conservative media, 
who have turned the name “A1 Franken” from 
an SNL punch line into a political slur. “It just 
means they’re scared,” Franken says, with only 
a slight chuckle. 

Big Plans 

On a recent Sunday afternoon the engineers 
of Border Media Partners - owners of KOKE, 
the local Air America affiliate - were moving 
the company’s seven local radio stations into 
new offices on Capital of Texas Highway. 
Wires, packing material, and piles of duct tape 
were strewn across the floor. All wood paneling 
and Hill Country views, the offices are a sharp 
contrast to the peeling paint and strange stains 
of their old South Austin offices, which offered 
stunning views of 1-35. “We’re about six 
months behind getting in here,” says Bob 
Proud, BMP’s vice-president of operations, 
leading a visitor through the clutter. 

Houston-based BMP, which owns 35 sta- 
tions in six Texas markets, inherited the aging 
South Austin offices two years ago when they 
bought the local operations of Amigo Broad- 


casting and Garcia Communi- 
cations. A specialist in Spanish- 
language stations, BMP has been 
busy in the last year reshaping 
Austin’s Hispanic radio dial. It 
scored a major hit converting 
98.9 to “La Ley,” a regional 
Mexican format. It also brought 
in a new transmitter and launched 
KXXS as “Digital 104.9,” a con- 
temporary hits format attracting 
young Hispanic listeners. 

But little time, money, or effort 
has been spent on Air America, 
the stepchild of BMP’s Austin 
lineup. “Regrettably, Air America 
still falls on the to-do list,” Proud 
says. Behind the scenes, in the 
last year an operations manager 
came and went, and the station 
was beset with a long run of tech- 
nical problems. The signal was 
scratchy and distant, even in 
Central Austin. A strange recur- 
ring metallic sound could be 
heard on Franken’s show, and, 
even worse, the most unforgiv- 
able sin for a station, occasional 
blots of dead air. Last Thursday 
the station repeatedly ran com- 
mercials for a show that had 
already aired the day before. 
“Technically the performance, I 
believe, has been atrocious in the 
last year,” Proud admits. “It’s 
been a virtual comedy of errors.” 

KOKE management has made only one 
major move with Air America and it immedi- 
ately backfired. Last fall they decided to drop 
Randi Rhodes, one of Air America’s few real 
stars, in favor of a syndicated show hosted by 
Ed Schultz. A self-proclaimed meat-eatin’, gun- 
totin’ liberal who sounds eerily like Limbaugh’s 
tree-hugging twin, Schultz is considered more 
of a “heartland” voice than Rhodes, who 
sounds like she’s broadcasting from a New 
York deli. “There is very much an East Coast 
perspective to much of the content” on Air 
America, Proud says. Schultz gives the station 
“a little more variety to the tone in the course 
of the day.” 

Reaction was swift. Rhodes’ fans were out- 
raged. The station got hundreds of calls and e- 
mails. A few weeks later they decided to put 
Rhodes back on the air, although tape-delayed 
at 5pm. (Essentially, the station shifts the 
entire afternoon Air America lineup back three 
hours, which means none of those shows are 
live and Austin listeners can’t call in.) 

At the very least, station management learned 
a little something about Air America listeners 
from the Rhodes incident. “We have some very 
passionate people listening to Air America,” 
Proud says. Passionate or not, according to the 
Arbitron ratings, there are not that many of 
them actually listening. After cresting at a 1.3 
share of the 18-and-older listening audience 
last spring, it slumped to a 0.8 in the summer 
and sputtered to a 1.0 in the fall, the latest 
available rating book. But the ratings study also 
shows that the total number of listeners more 
than doubled in the last year, Proud says - and 
those listeners tend to spend far more time

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listening than typical radio listeners. But no 
matter how you look at it, Air America is not 
exactly burning up the Austin airwaves. Instead 
of ads, public service announcements fill a lot 
of time, and weekend airtime is sold to syndi- 
cated shows to help make the station eco- 
nomically viable. 

Ordinarily, Austin radio employees would be 
starting office pools trying to guess when Air 
America would get dumped. But it is one of the 
twists of Air America - one of the elements that 
make it different from “normal radio” - that no 
one doubts for a second that BMP will stick 
with the format. That’s because BMP president 
Tom Castro was national deputy finance chair- 
man of John Kerry’s presidential campaign, 
and former Texas Democratic gubernatorial can- 
didate Tony Sanchez is a major investor in the 
company. To BMk broadcasting Air America is 
about more than dollars and cents, although | 
Proud insists they are not simply playing poli- § 
tics. “It’s not just that we like it,” he says. “We 
like it, and it makes good business sense.” 

Despite its primarily Spanish-language focus, 
BMP installed progressive talk formats on three 
of its Texas signals, creating a Texas Progressive 
Radio Network including KOKE, KTXX in San 
Antonio, and KXEB in Dallas. In Dallas, where 
Proud is based, Air America is a priority, and 
the station is an active player in the commu- 
nity, supporting events and working closely 
with local civic organizations. 

In Austin, Border Media is finally getting 
ready to give Air America some attention, 
Proud says. It recently installed a new transmit-

ter for KOKE and the new building includes a 
studio designated for Air America, although it’s 
not quite clear how it will be used. The station 
plans to gradually produce “featurettes” and 
local elements, Proud says, giving the Air 
America more of a local identity. 

But there are no plans, at this point, to pro- 
duce a local morning show. There have been 
light discussions with the likes of Molly Ivins 
- perhaps putting a show on all three Texas 


stations - but nothing concrete has developed, 
Proud says. The station is contractually obli- 
gated to carry the bulk of Air America’s pro- 
gramming, making it difficult to maneuver, 
especially now that it is already bumping 
Rhodes’ show. 

Air America’s lineup of ranters is the subject 
of much debate within the industry. Other 
than Franken and Rhodes, the network has 
been unable to develop a real star. Jaws 


dropped last year when AA chose, of all the 
liberals who can talk without stuttering, Jerry 
Springer, icon of TV sleaze, to host a morning 
show. But Proud says he’ll stick with the net- 
work. “The on-air product continues to 
strengthen,” he says. “We are very satisfied 
with the product they give us.” 

Paid Airtime 

“Your country is dead.” It’s Friday night, and 
Air America stalwart Mike Malloy is on the air 
and on a roll. “You now live in a country that 
is operating under the practices of fascism,” he 
says, just warming up. The topic is the Senate’s 
vote that day to renew the PATRIOT Act. 
Democrats who voted for the act can “go to 
hell,” he tells the audience, sounding like he’s 
about to pop a vein. And he’s not letting Senate 
Majority Leader Bill Frist off the hook, just 
because he’s a doctor. “Mengele was a doctor, 
too,” Malloy says. 

Considering Malloy’s willingness to label 
Democrats “fascists,” right along with Repub- 
licans, this is what passes for balance in the 
realm of talk radio. There was reason to hope 
that Air America would raise the level of public 
dialogue, perhaps providing a smart and funny 
contrast to the bombast of the right. Instead, 
critics charge that Air America simply devel- 
oped as the anti-Rush - equally shrill, equally 
closed-minded, spewing the same type of vitri- 
ol, except from the perspective of the knee-jerk 
left. “It may have been true in the beginning,

but it’s not true now,” says Gary Krantz, presi- 
dent of Air America. “If you listen to many of 
the callers ... there is a healthy amount of 
opposing views.” 

Franken is diplomatic when talking about 
his peers, but it’s clear where he stands. 
“Nobody has to talk like Noel Coward,” he 
says, but he wishes there was a slightly higher 
tone to the ranting dialogue. “I think it does a 
disservice to everybody,” he says. He wanted to 
hire Robert Reich or National Public Radio 
mainstay Ray Suarez for the network. 

But talk radio is a forum that undeniably 
rewards ranting demigods and punishes intel- 
lectual discourse. “The majority of talk listen- 
ers respond to black-and-white more than the 
subtle shades of gray,” Proud says. Perhaps 
that’s why liberals have never been good at the 
talk radio game. “Liberals are raised by Mom, 
who said, ‘Don’t make fun of other people,”’ 
says Taylor of Inside Radio. Maybe the Air 
America hosts are simply overcompensating, 
tired of all the cracks that liberals are wimps. 

Either way, the Air America hosts often seem 
to be “preaching to the choir,” their stances as 
predictable as any Limbaugh or Hannity or Bill 
O’Reilly diatribe. Unanswered at this point is 
whether or not the choir is big enough to make 
the network commercially viable. “We don’t 
know,” Taylor says, “because the choir never 
had a church to go to before.” 

Putting a chunk of prime airtime in the 
hands of Springer, who also lists “disgraced 
politician” on his resume, may have shocked 
some Air America supporters, but to Krantz he 


was a natural. Not only is Springer a recogniz- 
able and appealing figure to advertisers, he is 
popular with African-Americans and an icon 
among watchers of daytime TY a potentially 
viable audience for any radio network. “He 
brings a certain Q-factor [familiarity] that is 
very different than Franken’ s,” Krantz says. 

A good chunk of Air America’s natural con- 
stituency - young people looking for smart 
banter - simply doesn’t give a rat’s ass about 
radio. In the recent ratings period, Air America 
in Austin didn’t record any significant listeners 
under 25. It might be a ratings anomaly, or 


maybe young liberals are simply listening to 
music, satellite radio, and podcasts. 

Faced with a general malaise in radio adver- 
tising, Air America is trying to develop new 
revenue streams. Last fall it launched an 
“Associates” program, offering listeners a 
chance to pledge their support with a check in 
exchange for a tote bag or bumper stickers, 
similar to a public broadcasting membership 
effort. A new syndication service started last 
year focuses on marketing shows to nonaffili- 
ates. And in January, the network added a 
premium service, offering access to show 
archives, podcasts, and other perks - many of 
which were free in the past - for anywhere 
from $1.99 a day to $49.95 for a year. 


And despite the constant prophecies of 
impending doom from O’Reilly and his ilk, 
Krantz insists Air America is on solid financial 
ground. By March 1 the network had already 
booked 86% of the ad revenue it took in dur- 
ing all of 2005, Krantz says. New national 
advertisers include Ford and Bose. The goal is 
to grow to 140 affiliates by the end of 2006. 
“Our business plan takes us to cash-flow posi- 
tive by the end of the year and profitable by the 
first quarter of next year,” he says. 

Even if it doesn’t hit that target, it’s unlikely 
the network’s supporters would let it die. 


Billionaire Internet entrepreneur Rob Glaser is 
the chairman of the board, and the network 
enjoys the support of frustrated Democrats 
around the country. (Despite O’Reilly’s smirk- 
ing assertion that financier George Soros is 
bankrolling the operation, Soros does not sit 
on the board and only made one donation at 
the outset, which was “nothing close to seven 
figures,” Krantz says.) 

But many questions remain, lingering, fuel- 
ing pundits and bloggers. Survival is one thing, 
but can it be relevant? And what happens if 
Franken goes off to run for the Senate in Min- 
nesota, which he has often considered? And if 
syndicates are going to offer successful talkers 
like Schultz and Stephanie Miller, why will sta- 


tions need Air America? “I think they’ve proven 
liberal talk can work,” Unmacht says. “Whether 
they will be the model or not, I don’t know.” 

The Good Fight 

Lisa Simmons walks into a furniture store and 
hails the staff, squeals at a cat, and hugs Missey 
Morgan, the business’ owner. Morgan started 
advertising her Urban Living store on KOKE 
when it first switched to Air America, even though 
she hadn’t bought time on radio in 16 years. “It 
was not about advertising, it was about support- 
ing an alternative,” Morgan says. “I really wanted 
to show that Austin would support them.” 

Simmons doesn’t get many like Morgan. 
More often she finds skeptics and closet 
O’Reilly fans. They mock her, citing the latest 
predictions of Air America’s imminent doom. 
“Every day that’s the stuff I have to fight,” she 
says, growing angry. “I go in and they say they 
won’t advertise because they heard on Bill 
O’Reilly last night that Air America wasn’t 
going to be around.” 

She doesn’t want to turn sales calls into 
political pitches. She’d rather talk about time 
spent listening and the devotions of fans. But 
with Air America there is often little difference 
between politics and ad sales. Driving down 
the road, she ponders for a moment what job 
she’d be doing if she weren’t hawking ads for 
the station. Maybe a lobbyist, she says. “I have 
to have a job I can be proud of and believe in,” 
Simmons says. “And I love it that everyone calls 
me Miss Air America.” ■

Out of Hibbing

Driving into Minnesota through Fargo last 
spring, the land was flat and moist and green. 
The sky was wide as the Texas Panhandle’s, but 
in the dry air of West Texas the sky seems to go 
on forever, while Minnesota’s humidity some- 
how brings the sky down close. I was headed 
for a conference in Wisconsin, but I’d allowed 
myself a day’s detour to mosey through a place 
I’d always wanted to see: Bob Dylan’s home- 
town - Hibbing, Minnesota. 

Dylan says he doesn’t know how a guy like 
him came out of a place like Hibbing. In No 
Direction Home he says, “I was bom very far 
from where I was supposed to be,” and that in 
Hibbing he sometimes felt “that I was maybe 
not even bom to the right parents.” He’s been 
saying things like that for 40 years, and I don’t 
know a rock critic who doesn’t take him at his 
word. But I also don’t know a rock critic who’s 
been to Hibbing. I wanted to see for myself. 

Driving north on U.S. 75, a two-lane, the 
land was peaceful, but the towns were desper- 
ate - towns like Shelly, population about 200, 
with its pleading billboard: FREE LOTS FOR 
HOUSING CONSTRUCTION. In the midst of 
our greatest real-estate boom they’re giving it 
away around here, or trying to. I turned east on 
U.S. 2 and crossed the Mississippi River - here 
it’s no wider than a good-sized creek. The road 
was cracked and bumpy with filled-in pot- 
holes, very dangerous in winter, but clearly the 
county can’t afford better. Then on U.S. 169 I 
passed villages that once meant to be towns 
and are now barely hanging on: Tacomite, 
Pop. 311; Marble, Pop. 675; Calumet, Pop. 
383; Nashwauk, Pop. 935. Hibbing’s a big city 
around here: As you enter, the sign announces 
a population of 18,046 (the number is 17,000- 
and-change on Hibbing’s Web site, on which 
it’s noted that the city is 97.33% white). All 
along that road, huge ugly mounds of earth 
rose on either side. They were man-made, but 
I had as yet no idea that I was driving through 
an enormous open-air mine. 

On Hibbing’s main drag, American flags 
hung from the lampposts. The picture show 


Robert Zimmerman attended as a boy is now 
a deli. The old railroad hotels are abandoned 
or worse - in the sinister, shabby Delvic Hotel, 
people still reside. The once-fancy Audrey 
Hotel announced in all-but-faded paint on its 
brick wall, “Hibbing’s FINEST Supper Club” - 
now long defunct. Photos of Dylan were in the 
drugstore window. And then there’s the high 
school, built in 1920, a classic: wide steps, 
pillars, fine red brick and - the high school is 
on Bob Dylan Drive! (“I got out of high school 
and left [Hibbing] the very next day,” Dylan 
says in No Direction Home.) “Irony” is a word 
I steer clear of because it’s so often misused, 
but that the high school Dylan hated, the high 
school where the principal drew down the cur- 
tain on his first band’s first performance - that 
his high school is now on Bob Dylan Drive, 
that’s irony. It’s also clever: a surefire way to 
make most of those high school kids dismiss 
anything Dylan ever sang. 

Then a sign interested me, quite apart from 
my interest in Dylan: It pointed the way to the 
Greyhound Bus Museum. I wondered, Why is 
that here ? In the museum, a half-dozen very 
old people were very glad to see me. I was 
the only visitor. They asked me to sign their 
guest book and told me stories. In 1914 the 
Hibbing Transportation Company was formed 
to transport workers to the mines. The com- 
pany purchased what passed for buses in that 
day, but those buses kept breaking down, so 
they perfected the long drive-shaft, weight 
distribution, etc., and invented the modern 
bus. The company expanded and changed its 
name to Greyhound. 

The old folks shooed me into an enormous, 
hangarlike room and let me have the run of the 
place. There were many, many old Greyhounds 
from 1927 on; some, like the ’56 Scenicruiser, 
I’d ridden as a boy. I went from bus to bus, sit- 
ting behind the wheel and in the seats, seeing 
my adolescent self with a bus ticket and the 
whole country down the road, in days when 
$250 bought a Greyhound pass with which 
you could travel as much and as far as you 


wanted for one month - $350 for two months. 
That came out of Hibbing. 

I went from bus to bus remembering my 
youthful adventures and thinking maybe it 
wasn’t so strange that Dylan (who probably left 
town on a Greyhound) came out of Hibbing. In 
its heyday, Greyhound was the cheapest ride 
from anywhere to anywhere - “anywhere” is a 
big concept, and it can’t help but imply “any- 
thing.” So Dylan wasn’t the first “anywhere 
and anything” energy to come out of Hibbing. 

Those old men at the museum had worked 
in the mine, and they asked, eagerly, with 
pride, “Have you seen it yet?” “Sir, I don’t even 
know about it.” “Kid,” - it’s fun to be called 
“kid” in your 60th year by someone who has 
the right - “Hibbing is still the largest open- 
pit iron mine in this world.” The almanacs 
back him up. Little Hibbing is still ranked as 
“the iron-ore capital of the world.” Iron, the 
metal of metals, the metal most essential to 
constructing the 20th century - Hibbing was 
its central source. Greyhound (“anyone can go 


anywhere”) and iron: They represent two dif- 
ferent but interlocking elemental energies, and 
they’re the very reason for Hibbing’s existence. 
When Dylan was a boy, Hibbing’s Greyhounds 
roamed everywhere and Hibbing’s ore was in 
damned near everything. A boy sees the obvi- 
ous, and the man remembers what the boy 
saw: that Hibbing’s culture was, to put it mild- 
ly, limited. But a young genius’ psyche takes 
in far more than the obvious, and Hibbing’s 
secret was that, almost anonymously, it’s had 
more impact upon America than any town its 
size that I am aware of. In No Direction Home 
Dylan says Hibbing “looked like any other 
town out of the Forties and Fifties.” That’s how 
it looked, but that’s not what it was. Hibbing 
emanated rare and potent forces. So has Dylan. 
I doubt that’s a coincidence. 

The old folks told me how to find the “Grand 
Canyon of Minnesota” - the viewing place 
from which one can see the great mine. “Grand 
Canyon” is an apt description. At the view point, 
you stand at the edge of an abyss: They’ve dug 
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ore so deep out of this earth, you could stick an 
Empire State Building down there and not touch 
its tip from where you stand. 

Beside the view point was a gift shop, and 
in the gift shop was a friendly old woman 
who had one bad eye. She asked me to sign 
the guest book, smiled, and said, “You’re here 
about Bobby aren’t you?” She just knew. We 
talked a while. I asked permission to quote 
her. The knowing lady was Nonnie McKanna 
and she’d been telling me of a golf date with 
“Abe” (that’s Abraham Zimmerman), and how 
Mr. Zimmerman pulled out his wallet, showed 
Nonnie a check for $10,000, and said, “Bobby 
sent this for my birthday - and I thought the 
kid would starve to death!” Nonnie laughed, 
“We all thought he’d starve to death!” And 
she added, “He had wonderful parents. He 
comes from good stock. Very good stock.” 
Nonnie McKanna hoped one day “Bobby” 
would return to Hibbing and give a concert. 
She said that wistfully. 

I stood looking down into that gargantuan 
iron pit for a long time, astonished by the 
elemental energies that have emanated out of 
Hibbing. Dylan seemed to me an expression of 
those energies. By definition, you can’t explain 
a mystery. How could young Dylan, who’d had 
a fairly uneventful youth, very quickly write 
songs of which it could be said (as he said 
of Woody Guthrie’s), “You could listen to his 
songs and actually learn how to live.” 

One becomes a great artist not through the 
expression of oneself but through the expres- 
sion of forces greater than oneself. The deep 
cold of Hibbing’s winters, the deep pit before 
me, and whatever made Hibbing generate the 
most accessible transportation from the mid- 
Twenties to the mid-Seventies - it may well 
be that Dylan’s sensitivity to what’s elemental 
here gave him the foundation needed to be the 
greatest artist of my generation. For what has 
distinguished him more than his capacity to 
express the elemental, the mysterious core, of 
what he sang about and of the very medium 
of song? 

Standing at the edge of the iron pit’s abyss, 
I thought of what an old miner said at the 
museum. It went something like, “One of the 
prettiest things I ever saw was at the mine on 
the night shift when the sun was coming up 
- there was a mist, you see, and the sun was 
shining through the mist on that red ore; mist 
and earth glowed red like the glow was coming 
out of the ground - I can’t tell you, I can’t tell 
you how pretty that was.” Sounded something 
like a Dylan lyric. ■

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'BISCUIT: A RETROSPECTIVE': 

Crosses, hot rods, buff boys, 
doll houses, and fun fun fun 

Elvis’ sideburned sneer sits atop a luscious 
lady butt. Just look at those buns, each adorned 
with a delicious hamburger, fishnets straddling a 
Pokeeno card. It’s Elvis , Queen of the Vegas 
Strip, by Randall J. “Biscuit” Turner, just one of 
the more than 150 collages showing at Gallery 
Lombardi in the posthumous solo exhibition of 
work by Austin’s punk rock renaissance darling. 

Biscuit, the revered lead singer of the leg- 
endary Big Boys, always wanted to do a solo 
show at Lombardi. “C’mon, Rachel, I can fill 
this place,” the jolly bear of a man would tell 
gallery owner/manager (and Chronicle arts 
writer) Rachel Koper. And fill it he could. Since 
his earliest days in Austin, amidst the hazy 
early Seventies scene of cosmic cowboys, 
plentiful mood-alterers, and free love, Biscuit 
practiced his particular brand of pop-cultural 
collage. Decades of affectionate accumulation 
left his house in South Austin a shrine to 
found items, a veritable Mardi Gras of baubles, ban- 
gles, trinkets, flamingos, and doll parts. 

For the better part of his illustrious life, Biscuit 
never wanted to sell his work or part with his 
“babies.” It was only in the last few years that he 
decided to show and sell his art. His untimely death

last August left his home, which has been described 
as “carnivalesque,” a veritable museum of work, cov- 
ered floor to ceiling with finished works, works in 
progress, and things that might one day become works. 

“We took 170 items out of his house for this show,” 
says Koper of the group effort between family, close 
friends, trusted neighbors, and the gallery. “Believe it 
or not, the house looks cozy ... still. The man collected 
... The man had a toy collection, a tchotchke collec- 
tion, an album collection, a CD collection, a poster col- 
lection. The list of collections is a long list.” 

Biscuit’s collections are at least as varied as the 
genres he operated in. His poetry and song lyrics 
about “Suburban Boat People,” “Chairman Meow,” 
and “Young Boy’s Feet” are as biting as any of Henry 
Rollins’, but with the finesse and whimsy of Edward 
Lear. His Eighties and Nineties gig flyers, riddled with 
Magic Markered fonts and Xeroxed pop images 
defined as much as reflected the era. And any show 
with Biscuit in it became a larger venue of perfor- 
mance art, with costumes as divoon as Divine and as 
huggable as John Waters’ Edith the Egg Lady. 

Koper, along with those closest to Biscuit, chose to 
focus here on Biscuit’s “multimedia” works, mostly 
collages. “This is just one chunk that we felt like we 
could deal with as a concerted body of work without 
trying to grasp all of the dimensions of Biscuit’s long 
career,” says Koper. 

The show is a friendly walk through the brain of 
Biscuit. Themes emerged as Koper began to hang the 
work: crosses, hot rods, exotica, buff boys, doll hous- 
es, celebrities, animals - with the only chronological 
consideration given to one wall of early work. “Taken 
together, it begins to make more sense,” Koper 
laughs, commenting on the collage of many collages. 
Biscuit’s art seems to reflect and dissect the deli- 
cious excesses of America, 1950 to the present, and 
pulls together a reality that better suited him while 
presenting one that is a hell of a lot more fun fun fun 
for the rest of us. - Kate X Messer

'THE BOB SCHNEIDER SHOW': On the cutting etch 

A tableau of human figures twisted into horrifying shapes, their limbs and 
digits contorted like maverick putty and often multiplied in numbers far 
beyond the normal. This is not, though it could be, a scene from some planet 
called Shayol; this is the graphic work of Bob Schneider, better known for his 
music but currently represented by what he’s rendered in intaglio etchings on 
copperplate. All of which can be seen in stunning profusion on the walls of 
Flatbed Press’ gallery in his new solo show. 

Once you’ve scanned the images in all their monochrome starkness, the 
delicate lines limning anatomical horrors and textual embeddings, it’s hard to 
scrape them from the walls of your mind. Of course, working in intaglio, it’s 
not the easiest thing for the artist to scrape the images from the walls of his 
mind in the first place, to scratch them into flat and polished planes of cop- 
per and witness them, finally, in limited editions of oversized prints pulled, 
15th-century style, on enormous hand-cranked presses. Wouldn’t a fine-point 
Sharpie and simple offset have been a lot easier? 

“I got into etching in college,” offers Schneider, woken from an exhaustion- 
capping, here-comes-SXSW-and-a-solo-show-at-Flatbed nap and yawning groggi- 
ly into the phone. “I took a class with this great printmaking teacher, Kurt 
Kemp, at UT-EI Paso, and he was really inspiring. We’re still in touch these 
days, and he’s, I guess he’s my biggest influence. People look at his work - I 
have some prints he gave me - and they think I did it.” 

As if he’d have the time to do more than he already does. You look in the 
live music pages of the Chronicle, say, and you see the number of gigs the 
man plays; you search further and you find a discography comprising several 
bands and more recordings than the fingers on any of the hands of 
Schneider’s extra-digited figures. You do that, and you may wonder where he 
finds the time at all. 

“The etchings aren’t a constant thing,” he allows. “My printmaking tends to 
come in little bursts. Like maybe I’ll do three or four a month for a few 
months; then I won’t do anything for years. Because the visual stuff, yeah, it’s 
a real small part of what I do.” 

It’s also the visual stuff, chinked into whatever holes his schedule allows. 

“Sometimes I’ll take a plate into the studio,” says Schneider, “and scratch 
away during the downtimes.” 

And does this - or sheer intent - cause any bleed-through between the 
membranes of the two media? 

The artist yawns again, and there’s a sound on the phone like a man 
scratching wearily 
at the stubble 
along his jaw. 

“Well,” he says, “I 
put a lot of text 
into some of the 
prints. And some- 
times I use lyrics 
in there, too, so it 
can get mixed up 
like that. And the 
cover for the first 
Lonelyland album 
was a print of 
mine. But when 
Universal issued 
it, they changed 
it, because they 
thought it was ... 
too weird or 
something.” 

Too weird or 
something. For 
the suits at a cor- 
porate media 
enclave? This 
should be a hint 
to you, 0 More- 
Than-Aesthetically- 
Stultified Reader, 
that what Bob 
Schneider is dis- 
playing in his sec- 
ond solo show - his first in over a decade - is possibly just weird enough. 

That the familiar verticals of Flatbed Press are currently holding some of the 
most complex and evocative prints they’ve ever held. That whether your ears 
think Schneider’s music is God’s gift to the audio spectrum or Satan’s prom- 
ise of what sounds you’ll endure in hell, your eyes will widen in appreciation 
as they see what the man’s done with metal on metal and ink on paper in the 
past few years. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Who They Are and What They Deserve 

The play 'Voices of Valor' records the memories of a Latino generation 
that won the war abroad and at home 



As those Americans who served in World War 
II pass away in ever-growing numbers, they’re 
taking their stories with them - those personal 
histories whose intimate details bring the peri- 
od into sharper focus, and more importantly, 
reveal the human experience within History’s 
panoramic view There has been no shortage 
of World War II oral history projects to capture 
these histories before they are lost forever, but 
several years ago Maggie Rivas-Rodriguez, asso- 
ciate professor of journalism at the University of 
Texas at Austin, knew something among them 
was missing: the U.S. Latino experience. Thus 
was bom the U.S. Latinos & Latinas World 
War II Oral History Project. In 1999, with early 
seed money from the A.H. Belo Corporation 
and an appropriation from the state of Texas, 
professional and student journalists and volun- 
teers took on the Herculean task of interview- 
ing and writing accompanying narratives. (See 
“Collecting Voices.”) 

Next week a new play based on these nar- 
ratives opens at the B. Iden Payne Theatre 
in conjunction with the third national sym- 
posium of the U.S. Latino & Latina World 


War II Oral History Project. Written by James 
E. Garcia, Voices of Valor is a joint project 
from Artes Americas partners Arizona State 
University Public Events and UT Performing 
Arts Center. They presented the play’s world 
premiere in Phoenix, Ariz., on March 11 and 
are now bringing the cast of that production, 
directed by Richard Trujillo, to Austin for two 
performances. 

If Garcia’s name sounds familiar, it may be 
because he was a reporter and political colum- 
nist who covered U.S. Latino affairs and Latin 
American politics for the Austin American- 
Statesman in the 1990s and later the Mexico 
City correspondent for Cox Newspapers. After 
18 months as editor of the San Antonio Current, 
he moved to Phoenix, where he returned to an 
earlier interest in theatre and was accepted into 
the MFA creative writing program in playwrit- 
ing at Arizona State University. In 2003, he 
won the Kennedy Center American College 
Theater Festival 10-Minute Play Contest for his 
play about undocumented immigrants, “The 
Crossing.” Garcia spoke about writing Voices of 
Valor from his home in Phoenix.

Austin Chronicle: With 
hundreds of interviews to 
choose from, how did you 
know where to begin? 

James Garcia: The first 
thing I realized, after 
reading a few dozen tran- 
scripts, was that there 
was no way to pick, oh, 
these 10. I decided on James Garcia 
composite characters, 
with one exception. The [two-act] play has 
an ensemble of six actors playing 35 roles. 
Because of my training as a journalist, I know 
how to write on deadline and have learned 
how to deal with a mountain of material. 

AC: Oral histories can be dry. What was your 
process to create a theatrical piece? 

JG: One of the first things you learn as a jour- 
nalist is how to hear the quote. When there 
was a gem of [a] line that was great, I went to 
that. I culled as many of those as I could to

Collecting Voices 

When journalism professor Maggie Rivas-Rodriguez first conceived of the U.S. 
Latino & Latina World War II Oral History Project, she thought they might collect 
about 200 narratives. “We were overwhelmed with the response,” she says. 
Interviews conducted at veterans centers and other locations all across the coun- 
try came pouring in. And it wasn’t just veterans stepping forward. There was 
always someone, an interviewer or a friend, who would offer, “You know, I have a 
t/o you should talk to.” Today, at least 500 interviews have been collected. More 
come in weekly, thanks to online instructions on how to conduct an interview. 
(www.utexas.edu/projects/latinoarchives) 

The drive to tell their stories, Rivas-Rodriguez suspects, is because of two 
things. First, the declining health of the aging World War II population makes 
them conscious of the need to capture these testimonies in an organized way. 
Second, “This is an era where people took things in stride. Many were poor, and 
hardship was a normal part of life,” she says. “Our generation is prone to be more 
public. Theirs generally believed it was unseemly to call attention to themselves. I 
don’t believe they realized the remarkable journey of their lives and the contribu- 
tion they made. But when they tell these stories, we’re just blown away.” 

The project has the distinction of including not just the histories of Latinos at 
war, but Latinas on the home front - wives, mothers, and sisters, many of whom 
found themselves entering the workforce outside the home and taking on the role 
of breadwinner for the first time in their lives. “Since the beginning, I’ve always 
felt that those stories were an important part of the social history, what was going 
on in the social sphere, as well as on the front line,” says Rivas-Rodriguez. “I don’t 
know of another project doing it in this way.” 

“The fact that they were Latino stories made it interesting to me because it’s 
less documented,” says Jennifer Lindgren, a reporter for Sherman, Texas, CBS affil- 
iate KXII-TV, who conducted interviews in 2002 while a student of Rivas- 
Rodriguez’s. Although Lindgren grew up in Dallas, she knew little about Latinos in 

Texas. Because the interviews lasted as 
long as two hours, “told at their own 
pace, you really got to know their experi- 
ence,” she says. “You always hear the big 
stories. But these were intimate, some- 
times heartwarming stories that were 
emotional in the smallest way. It’s some- 
thing that’s stayed with me more than 
any other experience.” 

While the initial push to collect inter- 
views is over, the work of the project is 
far from finished. Currently, a compilation 
of narratives is being prepared for a new 
book, A Legacy Greater Than Words: 
Stories of U.S. Latinos & Latinas of the 
WWII Generation, forthcoming from UT 
Press. “What Maggie has done with this 
project is a great service to the veter- 
ans,” says 84-year-old Virgilio Roel, a Laredo native, now retired in Austin, whose 
story is among those collected. “I think they have a better view of themselves, an 
improved value of their contribution,” he says. 

While Rivas-Rodriguez has similar oral history projects in mind for the future, 
she estimates that the U.S. Latino & Latina World War II Oral History Project will 
keep her busy for the next six to 10 years. - B.A. 



build the characters. I wanted to stay as true to the fic- 
tional characters and true to the content and not distort. 
I whittled down and essentially had monologues, but I 
didn’t want a play of monologues. I saw a play called The 
Exonerated, based on transcripts of death row inmates. It 
was presented with six actors, with music and strands of 
transcripts. I liked that. 

I wanted the audience to experience not just the facts 
of the story but also the experience of hearing a story 
for the first time, that experience of people experiencing 
their memory. There’s a lot of movement, and I guess 
you could say a filmic quality to the play. 

AC: The project’s Web site says several “interesting themes” 
emerged in the interviews. What themes did you see? 

JG: I think there’s this idea that those who went to 
World War II - all wars - they don’t want to talk about it, 
especially when they first came back. It’s just something 
they did. But as they go through their lives, they realize 
they need to say it . . . 

AC: The site also states that the interviewed often “down- 
played their extraordinary experiences.” 

JG: For these Latinos, you have to remember that they 
came from a world where they were treated as second- 
class citizens or worse. There’s a humility in the culture, 
but also, many of these people were born in the 1920s 
and grew up in a world where you don’t stick out 
because it was dangerous. 

One of the characters tells the story of being a kid 
in Arizona and going swimming at the YMCA. The 
Mexicans were only allowed in the pool when they were 
draining it. He talks about the humiliation but says, 
“That’s just the way it was.” 

The structure of the military environment forced 
everybody to be treated as equals. Not that there wasn’t 
discrimination - blacks were segregated for a long time 
- but the structure of the military forced an equality 
Mexican-Americans had never experienced.

There’s another story in the play where a soldier 
tells of being awakened at boot camp by the com- 
manding officer who calls them “fine American 
soldiers.”

After 
experiences like that, there was this amazing sense 
that, we may not have been treated as full Americans 
before [the war] , but now, we expect to be. 

AC: There was a paradigm shift. 

JG: A huge, collective paradigm shift. The result 
of which were organizations like the G.I. Forum, 
MALDEF (Mexican American Legal Defense Fund), 
LULAC (League of United Latin American Citizens). 
[The World War II experience] literally shifted a 
whole generation’s idea of who they were and what 
they deserve [d] . In a very direct way, these are the 
parents of the civil rights movement. 

AC: Tell me about the character who is not a composite. 
JG: Oh, that’s Hector Santa Anna. This guy is one 
of the few who told his story with bravado because, 
well, he knows he’s a Santa Anna. It’s like knowing 
you’re a Kennedy. I can’t wait to see how he plays in 
Texas. [See excerpt from Voices of Valor: Hector Santa 
Anna, right]. ■

My great, great uncle was (in Spanish) 
General Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna, (a 
quick beat, a wry smile) I’m not kidding.

And he also was president of Mexico three 
or four times, I lose track. So our family’s 
“been in the history business” a long time. 

Me? I was raised right here in Arizona. My 
father, Jose Maria Santa Anna, worked in the 
mines in the days of the great strikes. He 
was bilingual, so, of course, it was a natural 
thing for him to be a leader in the union. He 
could talk to the workers. He could talk to 
the gabachos... 

I was in high school when the war began. 

I was 17. My father didn’t want me to go. At 
first, I listened. I decided to go to California 
to work the mines. One day, a friend of mine 
asked me to visit the local air base with 
him. That’s when I knew, “This is what I’d 
like to do.” That day, I joined the Army Air 
Corps, and right away the first thing they did 
was send me to Brooks Air Base in San 
Antonio, Texas, (quick beat) San Antonio - 
not the best place to be if you’re a Santa 
Anna, I tell you right now. They must have 
thought I was returning to the scene of the 
crime. But there I am in the shadow of the 
Alamo, learning to fly B-17 bombers. I’m 
thinking to myself, maybe “if General Santa 
Anna had B-17s, history might have turned 
out differently.” 



After the war, I even worked for NASA, 
(chuckles) Can you imagine a Mexican on the 
moon? A Santa Anna on the moon. Let me 
tell you something, (in confidence, and smil- 
ing) if I had gone up there and walked around 
with those other guys, I’d like to think I would 
have figured out a way to sneak off, and with 
a big magic marker... I would have written on 
a moon rock, “Remember The Alamo.”

HERE THEY COME 

by Yannick Murphy 
McSweeney's, 250 pp., $22 

Yannick Murphy’s Here 
They Come is, as its main 
character might say, a fuck 
of a book. It’s not a difficult 
read in the intellectual 
sense - the majority of the 
book is written from a 13- 
year-old’s perspective in the 
breathless, free-associative 
style characteristic of that age - but the content 
would test even the strongest of stomachs. It’s no 
Bataille, certainly, but an endorsement from A.M. 
Homes (The End of Alice) accurately portends that 
this book is, well, uncomfortable. 

For one, a secondary storyline involving - yes, 
really - a semipedophiliac hotdog vendor is relat- 
ed blithely and without drama, so much so that 
the character in question emerges as one of the 
book’s more benign characters. Everything, but 
everything, in this book is somehow begrimed: 
covered in maggots, smeared in dog shit ... pick 
your pollutant. The main character lives on New 
York’s Lower East Side with her mother and three 
siblings, and their living conditions are best 
described as bohemian squalor. Bohemian squa- 
lor is still squalor, though, and seeing as Murphy 
labels her book as a “kind of 'true’ story” (note 
the possibly Frey-inspired quote marks), the read- 
er is asked to buy everything at face value. So, for 
instance, when the narrator is forced to steal burg- 
er meat from the grocery and the hidden package 
leaks cow’s blood on her T-shirt, those of us who 
are squeamish will recoil, while those of us raised 


in nonsqualid conditions will likely combust in a 
fit of bourgie guilt. Describing such extreme condi- 
tions is, in a way, easier than writing the banal 
interestingly, so Murphy’s disadvantage gives her 
something of an advantage. There is a sense of 
reverse-naivete as the narrator describes binding 
her alcoholic grandmother to a chair with robe 
ties with the same offhanded casualness as a 
socialite might in speaking about getting a 
Bentley for her birthday. 

Murphy claims to have written the book in one 
night, and that much is evident. It’s unstructured 
as all get-out, and, with the exception of the pro- 
tagonist’s breasts (described appealingly as 
“cysts”), nothing really develops. Here’s the weird 
thing, though: It’s a puzzlingly, infuriatingly well- 
written book. Murphy doesn’t necessarily have a 
gift for pacing, and her book is as crammed with 
imagery as the many station wagons she 
describes hauling away a mountain of garbage 
from the narrator’s apartment, but one is hard- 
pressed to find a single hackneyed line in the 
entire thing. 

A passage toward the end, where the narrator 
describes walking past her old classrooms and 
feeling a strange nostalgia for her old teachers - 
still wearing the ugly sweaters she used to make 
fun of - is perhaps the best expression I’ve ever 
read of the melancholy people feel after realizing 
that the world goes on with or without them. 
Perhaps an extra night would’ve benefited the 
book, allowing Murphy to give her firecracker 
images a little breathing room, but as is it’s still 
worthwhile, cysts and all. It has its own gasoline- 
rainbow-in-a-mud-puddle beauty, and vertiginous 
as it is, those who make it out alive will be 
justly rewarded. - Jess Sauer 



LOVE BURNS

What do you do 
when you find out 
your wife is having 
an affair? For Nan 
Ben Nathan, a 
middle-aged col- 
lege professor 
married to Naomi, 
a beautiful but much younger woman, it 
fast becomes the predominant issue in 
his life. Weighing the pros and cons of 
whether to let the affair burn out on its 
own or confront his lover, he ultimately 
confers with his mother. One gets the 
impression that Nan, overly dependent on 
alcohol and pharmaceuticals and sud- 
denly back to smoking again, is neuroti- 
cally inclined under the best of circum- 
stances. But when an unexpected turn of 
events radically changes the playing field, 
the story quickly evolves into a more 
urgent psychological drama. Originally 
published in Israel in 1997 under the 
title An X-Ray Burst by the esteemed play- 
wright Edna Mazya, this debut novel is 
both unexpectedly suspenseful and tre- 
mendously funny, often in a cunning and 
understated manner. Mazya’s ear for con- 
versation is sharp and insightful. Most 
strikingly, every chapter is one long para- 
graph punctuated with run-on sentences 


that blend conversation and narrative 
into a near stream-of-consciousness 
flow. While this tends to create a per- 
ception of density that might otherwise 
not be so easily perceived, it also 
emphasizes Nan’s first-person thought 
processes and emotional turmoil as he 
ties himself into brooding knots of men- 
tal anguish. He too often resigns him- 
self to a fate based on assumptions of 
fact his fellow characters ultimately do 
not have. This swings both ways in tight- 
ening the suspense and evoking the 
humor. Mazya draws an interesting cast 
of supporting characters from Nan’s life- 
long Arab friend and police detective, 
Anton, to his obnoxious work col- 
leagues. Most intriguing perhaps is 
Nan’s quick-witted mother, Erna, who will 
be at least somewhat familiar to anyone 
with a Jewish mother without lapsing 
into parody. Employing astrophysics lec- 
tures and dinner-party banter about Pulp 
Fiction as metaphors for interpersonal 
relationships and societal perceptions, 
respectively, may have proved effective 
but hardly subtle. So, what do you do if 
you discover your spouse is having an 
affair? You might consider using this 
entertaining read as the basis for what 
not to do. - Jay Trachtenberg

Eating and drinking our way up and down 
the city's busiest street 

With SXSW the Star of Texas Fair and Rodeo, and the UIL state 
basketball tournament in town this week, our famous Sixth Street is 
teeming with thousands of visitors, all likely to be hungry at some 
point. So it was our job to do some research and share the inside dish 
on where to grab a bite along Sixth Street, from 1-35 to Guadalupe. 
Within those few blocks, there’s everything from high-priced fine 
dining to street vendors, with plenty of choices in between. Whether 
you’re taking a daytime stroll downtown between ballgames or rock- 
ing a late-night pub crawl while listening to the hippest showcases, 
the Chronicle Food staff has found the meal for you. At dinnertime, 
the upscale Finn & Porter right there in the conference hotel has an 
excellent reputation and an enticing appetizer menu. Expense account 
diners with adventurous palates may gravitate to one of the city’s top 
fine dining establishments, the Driskill Grill (Seventh & Brazos, 474- 
5911), where recent Iron Chef competitor chef David Bull works his 
culinary magic. Well-traveled industry power brokers will feel right 
at home in the exclusive clubby atmosphere of the local Ruth’s Chris 
Steakhouse (107 W Sixth, 477-7884) where they’ll find the same 
steaks they love in major cities across the globe. Much cheaper fare 
emerges along the street well after dark, where the affordable mobile 
vendors set up shop in blocks with more clubs and bars than restau- 
rants, selling portable cuisine, perfect for pub crawling. 

Everyone we interviewed - from the bartenders to the club regu- 
lars to the local bike cops - gave a hearty recommendation to the 
Best Wurst, on the south side of the street, near Sixth & San Jacinto, 
where you’ll find excellent, savory sausages with a tasty selection of 
condiments. The guys from Bad Ass Fajitas set up on both sides of 
Sixth at Neches, hawking beef and chicken fajita tacos, as well as 
hot dogs and gyros. Get in line at the El Rapido (Sixth & Red River) 
truck where the big menu tends toward Tex-Mex street food plus hot 
dogs. Slip around the comer to the Red Eyed Fly parking lot, where 
the Hot Dog King features a selection of “dawgs” ranging from all- 
beef kosher to tofu to Milwaukee brats and local jalapeno-spiked 
hot links with dressings to suit your fancy. Each of these spots will 
serve you up some hearty gmb for $5 or less. Chronicle Food writers 
Kate Thomberry, Claudia Alarcon, Mick Vann, Barbara Chisholm, 
and Wes Marshall have checked out the restaurants and clubs with 
menus, and they’ve got plenty of worthwhile suggestions, too.

WEST OF CONGRESS: Sushi and the morning after 

At each end of Sixth Street’s historic bar district, you‘ll find an 
example of the other kind of bar, the sushi bar. While other types of 
food have difficulty competing with alcohol for profitability (the rents 
down on Sixth are not cheap!), sushi can often hold it’s own, and the 
high protein content is just the thing when you know you will prob- 
ably be drinking. On the west side of Congress, Maiko Sushi Lounge 
(311 W Sixth, 236-9888) has established itself as a citywide favorite. 
This popular, hip, and happening spot is the place to eat, if you can 
manage to get in. The fish is fresh, the decor is stunning, the crowd 
is young and beautiful, and the jazz music is great. Chef Seiju Onami 
has won accolades for his creative rolls and Asian-fusion cuisine, and 
they are well deserved. Both the sushi and the entrees are superb, if 
a little on the pricey side (except during Happy Hour, which is from 
4:30-7pm weekdays, hint hint). As an added bonus, Maiko’s sushi bar 
is open until 3am Friday and Saturday nights, making it one of the 
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few places on Sixth Street you can get a bite after the show. Be on foot, 
though, as parking is impossible. 

At the eastern end of Sixth, right next door to Emo’s, is Arirang 
Sushi House (616 E. Sixth, 480-2211). This pleasant, rather worka- 
day Korean place has become popular with both touring and local 
bands and is one of the better choices down at this end of the street. 
Perfectly decent sushi at relatively low prices (most rolls are under 
$10) served by a friendly staff in a quiet atmosphere. The Spider Roll 
is considered a standout, and in a fit of originality, Arirang also offers 
an extensive list of vegetarian sushi. 

For the morning (or afternoon) after, Thistle Cafe (300 W Sixth, 
275-9777) offers an alternative to room service. Open weekdays for 
breakfast and lunch, they serve breakfast tacos and strong coffee in 
the morning and hearty sandwiches in the afternoon, earning heart- 
felt loyalty and devotion from the downtown crowd. Although the 
menu reads like many another nationwide (cheeseburger, Reuben, 
club, turkey wrap, soup and salad), the chef and his cohorts take 
their food seriously and do it right, with fresh ingredients, and that 
homemade quality that just can’t be faked. The enthusiasm of both 
the customers and the staff is contagious. A lot of their business is 
takeout, making it a great place to grab something on the run.

EAST, NEAR 1-35: Cuban, Casino, and pie 

Among the dozens of shot bars and college hangouts that dot 
East Sixth, there are a few places worth visiting for outstanding 
bites to eat between music sets. One such establishment is Habana 
(709 E. Sixth, 443-4252), located just about half a block west of I- 
35. This lively eatery serves Cuban and Puerto Rican dishes, among 
which is the peerless sandwich cubano. Filled with Habana’ s famous 
and succulent lechon asado (roast pork), ham, and Swiss cheese lus- 
ciously melted inside toasted Cuban-style bread, this is the real deal. 
Make sure you get it with pickles. As an option, you can order the 
lechon asado a la carte. Either way, wash them down with a freshly 
made mojito or a cold beer, and you can’t go wrong. And if you are 
after something sweet, this is the place to try a big slice of tres leches

AUSTIN IN THE NEWS

Rather interviewed WFM founder and 
CEO John Mackey and sometimes WFM pro- 
duce supplier Carol Ann Sayle in the fields at 
Boggy Creek Farm. It was staunch vegetarian 
Mackey’s first visit to Boggy Creek. No word yet 
on when the piece will air... Flungry folks in the 
Galleria Oaks neighborhood near Research and 
RR 620 have been eagerly awaiting the debut of 
Hoover’s Cooking Northwest (13376 Research, 
335-0300) since the projected opening date back 
around Thanksgiving. The long anticipation is now 
over as the new spot finally opened for dinner 
on Monday, March 13, with plans to add lunch 
service within a couple of weeks. We’re sure the 
new Floover’s will become a neighborhood trea- 
sure in no time, just like the original on Manor 
Road... Stop in at Rock Dog (2801 Guadalupe, 
481-8282) to wish the friendly little campus area 
joint a happy first anniversary, and grab a good 
hot dog while you’re there. Our new favorite is the 
Verde Enchilada Dog ($2.49) with green sauce, 
queso, onions, and sour cream... Zax Pints & 
Plates (312 Barton Springs Rd., 481-0100) adds 
Sunday Brunch to their lineup this weekend. The 
menu features several egg dishes, including Zax 
Eggs with crab cakes topped with poached eggs 
and Flollandaise, plus a couple of varieties of 
French toast. They’ll be serving from 11am 
to 2pm. 

ST. PATRICK'S DAY 

St. Patrick’s Day tends to get short shrift 
around here for no other reason than it always 
falls during the maelstrom of SXSW Music. 
Flowever, if you’re overcome with the urge to get 
your Irish on this Friday, Austin boasts several 
fine Irish drinking establishments that will be glad 
to oblige. We spoke with a few of the publicans 
last week, and here’s what they said: Fado (214 
W. Fourth, 457-0172) is hosting events all week 
that will culminate in their all-day Fourth Street 
block party on Friday, March 17. There will be 
plenty of free live music to enjoy while you nosh 
on their good fish and chips plus an array of 
more traditional Texas street fair food... Over 
at Mother Egan’s Irish Pub (715 W. Sixth, 
478-7747), the $5 cover charge for their St. 
Patty’s Day Throw-Down benefits the Austin 
Celtic Association. Beer and live music, of 
course, and food booths outside the pub will be 
selling authentic fish and chips, Irish stew, and 
their signature corned beef and cabbage wrap... 
Though the no-frills Bull McCabe’s (714 Red River, 
478-4022) does not have a kitchen, the colorful 
publican assured me that real Irishmen will be 
serving real pints in actual glasses to the sounds 
of Irish music. 

EVENT MENU: MARCH 17-23 


Wheatsville Co-op (3101 Guadalupe, 478- 
2667) celebrates the advent of spring with their 
annual Flerb Fair. In addition to selling starter 
plants and herbal products, local growers will be 
on hand to offer tips about growing plants in this 
area. The lineup also includes vendors, gardening 
experts, live musical entertainment, Sunshine the 
Clown painting faces, and great food from the 
store deli. The family-friendly all day event is free 
and open to the public; 10am to 5pm, Saturday, 
March 18. 
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cake, a Latin American favorite that has taken 
Texas by storm in the past year or so. Habana’s 
version is deliciously moist and sweet, with 
just the right consistency 

Walking farther east, on the same side of the 
street, is Casino El Camino (517 E. Sixth, 
469-9330), a dark lounge that boasts the best 
jukebox and the best burgers on Sixth Street, 
as well as kick-ass foot-long hotdogs made 
with Hebrew National kosher weiners. The 
burgers are thick, fresh, and affordably priced. 
I am partial to the Buffalo burger, slathered in 


spicy buffalo wing sauce and blue cheese, but 
they really are all very good. When in Texas, 
do as the Texans and try the chili cheese dog, 
covered with spicy homemade chili. Whatever 
you order, make sure to pair it with a side of 
the amazingly crispy hand-cut fries. Best of all, 
the kitchen takes orders until lam. 

At the end of the evening, it’s likely that 
you’ll be hungry after all the music, drink- 
ing, and club hopping, and the walk-by pizza 
joints along Sixth street will hit the spot. La 
Bella Pizza (402 E. Sixth, 457-0099) and 


Roppolo’s (316 E. Sixth, 476-1490), on the 
north side of the street between Neches and 
Trinity streets, offer huge slices of pizza with 
many combinations of traditional toppings 
that will satisfy that late-night craving without 
breaking the bank. These are among the few 
places that remain open after 2am, so expect to 
see long lines of hungry folks waiting to be fed. 
Good thing is the line moves fast, so don’t get 
discouraged. Eat your slice, and you’ll feel bet- 
ter in the morning! - Claudia Alarcon 

THE 300 BLOCK: 

Jackalope hops to top 

The 300 block isn’t blessed with many food 
venues: Matter of fact, there are just four, if you 
don’t count the curbside cart of the Best Wurst, 
o in front of Dan McKlusky’s. Our take with this 
> block was to check with every bar to see if any 
g food was offered, but more importantly, to ask 
o the staff inside what their favorite food on the 
block might be. The winner hands-down? The 
Best Wurst. For what it’s worth, our favorite 
nonfood bars on the block, based on smooth 
vibe, interesting mix of clientele, and gregari- 
ous staff: Shakespeare’s and 311. There are two 
pizza joints on the block: Hoek’s (320 E. 
Sixth, 708-8484) and Roppolo’s (316 E. Sixth, 
476-1490), and the bar staff fans were pretty 
much split between the two, based mainly on 
which venue’s pie had most recently emerged 
from the oven. Hoek’s was our fave, based on 
a crisp, thin crust, an assertive tomato sauce, 
gooey cheese, and high-quality ingredients 


with big slices in the $2.50 price range. It’s 
the closest to a true New York pie on Sixth. 
Service is brusque, as it should be, and slices 
are served on a paper plate, with no seating. 
Roppolo’s serves whole pies and slices, delivers, 
and has limited seating. The slices are huge, 
the prices are slightly higher than Hoek’s, the 
tomato sauce wimpy, and the dough thicker. 
Dan McKlusky’s (301 E. Sixth, 473-8924) 
is a steakhouse with interesting lunch options 
in the $8 to $14 range, and dinner in the $15 
to $35 range (can you say record company 
expense account?). There are some new items 
from which to choose, like a raw tuna Hawaiian 
poke (pronounced POH-kay, please) and a roast 
duck. Steaks are aged and hand-cut, and the 
ambience is quiet and elegant. 

Iron Cactus (606 Trinity, 472-9240) is the 
exact opposite: a raucous scene on three floors 
(the rooftop patio has a great view of Sixth 
below) with a big bar scene (a list of 80 tequilas 
and excellent margaritas). Foodwise, look for 
the fajitas, the polio relleno, the ancho pork 
tenderloin, and the chipotle-glazed salmon 
(prices in the $6 to $20 range). 

One of our absolute favorite spots on Sixth 
is just across Trinity to the east, Jackalope 
(404 E. Sixth, 469-5801). Red leather booths, 
Fifties nudie velvet paintings, black walls, 
good, strong drinks at fair prices, and a patio 
out back all lure celebs passing through, as 
well as a posse of the Texas Rollergirls. The 
juicy burgers rival those of Casino El Camino, 
which rates them very near the best, and

there’s a huge list of options in the $5 to $7 
range (blackened with bleu, chipotle-bacon, 
chicken and brie, chicken with pesto and 
pecan, etc.). Perhaps a “doublewide” hot dog 
(two big dogs, with bacon, queso, and chile for 
$6.50) with a side of waffle fries or O-rings. Or 
maybe you’re looking for veggie burgers (three 
options here) or wings or a salad? This is bar 
food as it should be. - Mick Vann 

NEAR EAST: 

Marisco's, Chez Nous, and more 

As unlikely as it seems, some of the best eat- 
ing in this city is to be had in the Sixth Street 
environs. Unlikely, we say, because one doesn’t 
usually equate a night of clubbing with a night 
of fine dining. The appetite induced by a club- 
crawl is usually satisfied by decent pub grub of 
the fried variety. And there’s plenty to satisfy 
such a need at Buffalo Billiards (201 E. Sixth, 
479-7665) with their reliable menu of burgers, 
sandwiches, wings, nachos, and a variety of 
other fried munchies just right for snacking 
while shooting pool. A similar variety of eats 
can be found across the street at Daddy’s 
Grill & Bar (218 E. Sixth, 236-0778), where 
the huge flat-screen TVs are plentiful and 
angus burgers are flame-grilled. At Marisco’s 
Seafood Grill (211 E. Sixth, 474-7372), it’s 
the food that is featured, and Mexican seafood 
takes center stage. Reliable and popular even 
during daylight hours, the menu also includes 
more mainstream Mexican favorites like enchi- 
ladas, combo plates, etc. Jazz Kitchen (214 


E. Sixth, 479-0474) offers perhaps the most 
extensive dining options along the street with a 
menu of New Orleans-inspired fare of chicken, 
seafood, steak, pasta, sandwiches, and more. 
Half-sized orders are available on many of the 
dozens of items, and the King of Sixth Street 
is usually ensconced outside making this a 
full-effect destination. Just footsteps off Sixth, 
tucked away in the cross street, is one of the 
city’s most reliable and favorite dining spots: 
Chez Nous (510 Neches, 473-2413). When 
the blare of bands becomes too much and you 
need a real meal and a treat, you can hardly do 
better than to partake in one of the delectable 
bistro meals at this utterly authentic and deli- 
ciously charming French cafe. Refueled, you’re 
ready to roll. - Barbara Chisholm 

BETWEEN SAN JACINTO AND 
CONGRESS: Hitting the spot 

The most important stop between San 
Jacinto and Congress is the brilliant Irish pub 
B.D. Riley’s (204 E. Sixth, 494-1335). Start off 
with a great big batch of Potato Skins ($4.95) 
slathered with cheese, bacon, baby onions and 
sour cream. The two best meals are the Corned 
Beef and Cabbage ($9.95), which is beer- 
braised corned beef on tangy cabbage; and the 
city’s best Fish and Chips ($9.95) made from 
big, juicy slices of cod loin with just the right 
amount of crispy batter, served alongside a few 
thick-cut fries. Bring on the malt vinegar! 

Across the street is one of Austin’s most 
venerable hotels, the Driskill (604 Brazos, 


391-7121), and though it features one of our 
top - and most expensive - restaurants, you 
can also get a reasonably priced meal at the 
1886 Cafe and Bakery or some pretty good 
bar food at the Driskill Bar. At 1886, there are 
two items not to miss. Helen Corbitt’s Cheese 

For those of you from out of state, 
from the Thirties to the Sixties, 
Helen Corbitt was Texas' Julia 
Child, Alton Brown, and Miss 
Manners all wrapped up in one. 

Soup ($3 cup, but you’ll want a bowl for $5) is 
Chef David Bull’s take on Ms. Corbitt’s famed 
Canadian Cheese Soup. For those of you from 
out of state, from the Thirties to the Sixties, Ms. 
Corbitt was Texas’ Julia Child, Alton Brown, 
and Miss Manners all wrapped up in one. One 
of her stops along the professional highway was 
at the Driskill Hotel, so there’s some authentic- 
ity to them using her recipe. Order a Live Oak 
Pilz ($4) to make the meal complete. If soup 
doesn’t thrill you, the Pizza Bianco ($9.95) 
with mozzarella, Parmesan, a hint of garlic, a 
bit of basil, and a nice hit of white truffle oil is 
a good way to fill up an empty stomach. Many 
folks go to the 1886 just for dessert. Save room; 
you will be sorely tempted. The Driskill Bar is 
a simpler place with a short menu and stiff 
drinks. Best choices on the menu are the Chili 
Battered Onion Rings With Spicy Chipotle 
Ketchup ($7) and the Driskill Cheese Burger 


($10 - and watch out for the heat; they use 
jalapeno-infused cheese). 

Just up Sixth is Louie’s 106 (106 E. Sixth, 
476-1997). Louie’s has been around for many 
years, waving goodbye to a lot of competition 
during that time. They’ve stayed afloat by offer- 
ing a quiet, urban, romantic location where you 
can watch the world float by without having to 
be bothered by the noise. They serve a few 
excellent tapas, like steamed mussels, fried cal- 
amari, and grilled asparagus. The prices vary by 
season and serving, but almost all the tapas are 
fairly priced, between $3.50 and $5. If you are 
in the mood for more, I usually gravitate to the 
Moroccan Spiced Pork Tenderloin Medallions 
($19.50), spicy, juicy, and dressed with honey 
and mustard sauce and served with perfectly 
mashed potatoes with Gruyere cheese. Wine 
lovers can go crazy at Louie’s with one of the 
best wine lists in town, a consistent winner of 
the Wine Spectator s awards. 

The last stop on Sixth Street is an Austin tradi- 
tional, Schlotzsky’s (106 E. Sixth, 473-2867). 
The company was formed 35 years ago here in 
Austin, just a few minutes south on Congress 
Avenue. Since then, the company has grown 
quite a bit, but to this day, nothing touches their 
original sandwich. Unfortunately, as any long- 
time Austinite will tell you, they don’t make ’em 
like they used to. But they still make ’em damn 
good, and the thing to get is the Original ($5 for 
the size I recommend, the one closest to the pro- 
totype). Guaranteed to put a smile on your face, 
but get there early. They close at 6pm on week- 
days and 4pm on weekends. - Wes Marshall

AFTER THE CRASH: 'AMERICANese' 

Writer/director Eric Byler prefaced the 
screening of AMERICANese on Monday 
night by saying, “Just to save time, I’ll 
answer the first question now: I’m half- 
Asian and half-white.” He leaned in to the 
mic, perfectly deadpan. “This is what we 
look like.” 

The line earned a big laugh, but there 
was a resignation to it, one that is mirrored 
just minutes into Byler’s film, in which a 
total stranger asks the lead, Aurora (played 
by Allison Sie), “What are you, anyway?” 

The answer is half-Japanese, half-white, 
and that answer has everything, and noth- 
ing, to do with AMERICANese. 

The film is Byler’s follow-up to Charlotte 
Sometimes, which won the Audience Award 
at SXSW Film 02 and earned the film- 
maker two Independent Spirit nominations. 

Adapted from Shawn Wong’s 1995 novel 
American Knees, Byler’s latest is what the 
filmmaker calls “the epilogue to a romance,” 
in which its central ex-lovers Aurora and 
Raymond (Chris Tashima), a Chinese-American university professor, struggle to remain friends 
in the wake of a breakup, one that was inspired, in some part, by racial tension. 

Byler hopes that the universality of his characters’ humanity trumps the question of their 
ethnicity. But there is something quietly revolutionary in the film’s depiction of an Asian- 
American actor in a romantic leading man role. 

“If there’s an Asian man in a movie, he’s usually a henchman, a ninja. ... Or, he can be 
a technician of some kind, a scientist,” Byler says. “We had Sulu on Star Trek, and for how 
many years and how many episodes, he pushed all the buttons correctly and never wrecked 
the ship. But he never ever ever had a date. Not once.” 

Byler is quick to point out that his film is not a political piece about racism. “It’s about 
people who deal with racism, not about the issue itself. In AMERICANese, you’re actually 
looking at how people of color cope with the issue in real life, not the way that it’s dramatized 
in the movies. 

u Crash is a really good example [of that],” he continues. “Ever since [The] Birth of a Nation, 
it’s always been racial conflict erupting in violence. For a person of color, you don’t need to 
have somebody hanging upside down by a seat belt about to catch on fire to conclude that 
racism is bad. You just know. You just know it in your heart.” - Kimberley Jones 

AMERICANese received the Narrative Feature Audience Award at SXSW Film 06, as well as a Special Jury 
Award for Outstanding Ensemble Cast.

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immaturity and responsibility, until a dark chain 
of events nudges him to choose. Professional 
neuroses are proudly displayed in “A Painful 
Glimpse Into My Writing Process (In Less Than 
60 Seconds).” A similar frenetic beat bumps 
in meta-entry “I Am (Not) van Gogh,” wherein 
a filmmaker desperately describes his inten- 
tions to doubtful festival programmers while 
they explode on the screen. The elegant and 
startling “Mural” also deals in the intangibilities 
of artistic inspiration - for centaurs, at least. 
Emphasis on the arts - specifically music - cur- 
rents through crowd-pleaser “Tall Tales & Other 
Big Lies,” as Ray Wylie Hubbard recounts the 
unfortunate tale of an inebriated concertgoer 
and a randy mammal. Decidedly more ephem- 
eral is “Octave,” a line-drawing dreamscape 
scored by Yo La Tengo and directed by Emily 
Hubley (best known for her Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch animations). Visionary works, and 
like “Octave,” too fleeting: All shorts deserve 
more than two festival showings. In a post- 
screening Q&A, “Chronicles of a Professional 
Eulogist” director Sarah Jane Lapp snarked off 
on distribution in the iPod age: Would she rath- 
er show her film in “a wonderful theatre to 300 
people, or on a postage-stamp sized screen?”

AUTUMN'S EYES

Talk about putting a human face on a sub- 
ject. Mendoza and Noble’s fine personal docu- 
mentary looks at three generations of women in 
poverty from the perspective of Autumn Collier, 
a clever and observant 3-year-old girl in Jersey 
City. Her mother, 19-year-old Antoinette, awaits 
sentencing in the Hudson County Jail for rob- 
bery, conspiracy, and aggravated assault. Her 
grandmother, Rose, is obese and severely dia- 
betic, probably too ill to raise a young child. 
Autumn likes hot dogs and Dora the Explorer, 
but she’s no nai'f: She knows her mother is 
gone and might not return for years. The film 
aptly demonstrates how poor women cycle 
between illness, domestic abuse, and crime 
with seemingly no way out between one genera- 
tion and the next. (While baking Autumn’s birth- 
day cake, Rose lectures her on finding the right

So, why is this movie so funny? Driven to vio- 
lence by her consuming passion for potbellied 
hesher Ricky (Merriman), Gretchen is shipped to 
the Shady Acres Center for Emotional Growth, 
an encounter group for teenage deviants ren- 
dered in savagely satirical detail. Rarely is a 
movie this low-budget and homemade so stylish 
and well-acted. As Gretchen’s mother, Baker 
gives her Freaks and Geeks vibe an edge of 


exhaustion and abandonment, and Root is a 
delightful match as Gretchen' s sketchy dead- 
beat dad. But Davis carries it, indubitably. She’s 
an absolute star. And though two of the actors 
have to share a wig, Collins’ camerawork is still 
clever and polished. - M.l. 

THE LAST WESTERN 

D: Chris Deaux 

Pioneertown, Calif., is notable as a Western 
movie set that morphed into a real town, the 
kind of real town where bikers and drug dealers 
hang out and dreams go to die. It was built in 
the Forties by Gene Autry and Roy Rogers as a 
living movie set, with functioning buildings, not 
just facades. By the Fifties it was abandoned, 
then repopulated by those on the fringes of 
society. Documentarians live and die by the 


focus they choose. Flere, Chris Deaux scores 
with Buzz Gamble, a drunken ex-con living with 
his Alzheimer’s-addled mother and playing 
some badass blues at the local bar. Buzz is as 
likable as he is painfully pathetic. Also enthrall- 
ing is an elderly woman whose one claim to 
fame was a bit role in one of the town’s 
famous Westerns. Oddly, the doc is least inter- 
esting when it throws in a series of clips from 
the Westerns shot in the town. It is failed 
dreams that draw us in, and Pioneertown is 
chock-full of them. - Joe O'Connell 

SMALL TOWN GAY BAR 

D: Malcolm Ingram 

Rumors. Sugar Shack. And, more tellingly, 
the Chute. Gay bars all, none too surprisingly, 
but their locales might be: rural notches along 


Mississippi’s Bible Belt. Intimate and often- 
times hilarious, Small Town Gay Bar, from Kevin 
Smith’s View Askew production company, traf- 
fics both in his nonjudgmental, warts-and-all 
mindset and juvenilia (see Ween’s “The 
Rainbow”: “Many colors in the homo rainbow/ 
Don’t be afraid to let those colors shine!”). 
Largely the story of Rumors and its import to 
the town’s marginalized GLBT community, the 
film turns darkly to the brutal murder of a young 
gay teen, and to Fred Phelps, the delusional 
asshole of “God Hates Fags” infamy. Director 
Ingram expertly manages the shifts in tone, yet 
the film falters somewhat by veering from loca- 
tion to location. Regardless, Small Town Gay Bar 
is surprisingly moving, an affirming celebration 
of community and acceptance in those places 
where they’re needed most. - W.D.

Out and About

It’s a funny thing about reviewing TV You 
have to be home to watch it. The piled-up 
newspapers and unwashed dishes, coinciding 
with the declining pile of clean dainties in the 
underwear drawer, are the telltale signs that 
I’ve been busy. But the DVR is almost near 
capacity, so I know I have a lot to catch up with 
once SXSW is over. In the meantime, here is a 
quick look at what’s happening on and off the 
small screen: 

The theatre of outrage: I slipped into the 
packed house for the one-on-one with Henry 
Rollins at SXSW last Sunday. The host of 
The Henry Rollins Show gave a no-holds, rat- 
a-tat talk on everything from pop culture, 
Hollywood, and music to the war in Iraq 

- largely the war in Iraq. 

It was an interesting thing to observe: a rapt 
audience, eager to hear what he had to say, 
lured by his magnetic earnestness. He’s not 
particularly eloquent, but he is sincere, gravely 
concerned about the world, something the 
audience seemed to crave and adore, and he 
seemed to feed from. That’s not a slam. Good 
performers read their audiences quickly. What 
was weird (to me, at least) was how, even with 
his enthusiasm and his heartfelt thoughts on 
the war, the failings of the Democratic Party, 
how he wished front liners like A1 Franken 
would cut their hair, put on a tie, and begin the 
hard work of giving the Dems some legitimacy, 
the audience did not feel compelled to get off 
their asses and do something (myself includ- 
ed). No, the rush was not into the streets, but 
to the dais, to get handshakes. Could it be 
that we live in a culture where believing your- 
self engaged, believing you’re affecting social 
change goes no further than observing some- 
one - Henry Rollins, Jon Stewart, Bill Maher 

- express the same sense of outrage you feel? 

On the other hand, what do I know what 

anyone in the audience is or was up to outside 
this forum? Maybe this is just a sign of my own 
restlessness. All I know is that for all the voices 
out there, all the apparently shared disappoint- 
ments in this administration, action from the 
liberal-progressive-radical side is not happening 
very fast, not when compared with the great, 
thunderous roll of the ruling machine. I wanted 


Henry Rollins to lead his rapt audience into the 
street. As he said, it would be fun just to sit 
around and talk about movies and art, but with 
the world as it is, that’s just not going to cut it. 

“Under oppressive administrations, art 
flourishes,” Rollins said. But art and music are 
not enough. “If music could be a vehicle for 
change, it would have happened.” 

A new season of The Henry Rollins Show 
premieres April 1 on IFC. 

Speaking of the war in Iraq: The Sundance 
Channel marks the third year of the war by 
screening four films documenting the war 
from different angles. The lineup includes: 

Big Storm: The Lynndie England Story (D: 
Twan Huys): Huys’ documentary goes behind 
the image of England, the soldier whose smil- 
ing face with Iraqi prisoners at Abu Ghraib 
prison became the face of the scandal. England 
has her say in the film, as do Seymour Hersh of 
the New Yorker and others. 

Occupation: Dreamland (D: Garrett Scott and 
Ian Olds): Filmed over six weeks in 2004, the 
film offers an unflinching look at what soldiers 
experience on the front line in Falluja. This film 
was the Truer Than Fiction prizewinner at this 
year’s Independent Spirit Awards ceremony. 

Torture: The Guantanamo Guidebook (D: Tim 
Carter): Seven British men voluntarily experi- 
ence conditions similar to those at Guantanamo 
Bay. Former U.S. military interrogators question 
the men with officially sanctioned procedures. 

Embedded/Live (D: Tim Robbins): An 
encore of the Actors’ Gang Theatre production 
of Robbins’ critically acclaimed play (see “TV 
Eye: Staged and Played,” at austinchronicle.com/ 
issues/dispatch/2005-08-19/screens_tveye.html). 

The four films air on the Sundance Channel 
in a marathon March 19, starting at 8pm. 
Check local listings for complete details. 

Austin film on PBS: Independent Lens brings 
Troop 1500: Girl Scouts Beyond Bars to its always 
appealing slate of critically acclaimed films. 
The film, by local filmmaker Ellen Spiro and 
Karen Bernstein, profiles an Austin-based 
Girl Scout troop whose mothers are incarcer- 
ated at Gatesville Prison. Video interviews 
between daughters and their mothers provide 
some of the most compelling moments in the 
film. Since its SXSW premiere last year, the film 
and the project have received attention from 
People and O Magazine (see “The Redeemers,” 
austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2005-03-ll/ 
screens_feature7.html). Troop 1500 airs Tuesday 
on PBS. Check local listings for airtime.

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PRETENDERS 

Pirate Radio (Rhino) 

The Pretenders’ Pirate Radio is notable for how well it mir- 
rors the band’s history: Epic start, strong recovery from dev- 
astating setbacks, a long lull, then a nice accumulation after 
the charts stopped paying attention. Nearly all of the band’s 
eponymous 1980 debut is here in some form, as well as the 
bulk of ’81’s Pretenders II, although boo for the omission of 
“Pack It Up.” Still, disc one into the first half of disc two is 
absolutely relentless, making it hard not to wonder “What 
if ...” regarding James Honeyman-Scott and Pete Farndon. 

Once into the Get Close, Packed!, Last of the Independents 
span (’86-’94), things thin out a bit. There are hits (“Don’t 
Get Me Wrong,” “Night in My Veins”) and strong covers (Burt 
Bacharach’s “Windows of the World,” Hendrix’s “Bold as Love,” 

Warren Zevon’s “Reconsider Me,” Radiohead’s “Creep”), but 
it’s a disc-worth of material stretched across two. 1999’s 
overlooked Viva El Amor! helps fill out disc four with waiting-to- 
be-noticed tracks like “Popstar” and “Biker.” The DVD, for its 
part, is as good as the music from a historical interest stand- 
point. There’s a plethora of material from the band before the deaths of Farndon and Honeyman- 
Scott, with standouts including “The Adultress” from Fridays and “The Wait” from Alright Now in 
December 1980. The latter is priceless for the band’s live performance in contrast to the early Top 
of the Pops appearances where they’re clearly lip-synching. There’s also a great audience home 
video of “My City Was Gone” from Phoenix, circa 1994. As a total package - liner notes, songs, 
DVD - Pirate Radio is a fitting document to Hynde as her basic punk rock attitude of “I’ll do what- 
ever the fuck I want” is the 25-year constant that holds it all together.

AC: What I remember too were the boys who 
came to school the next morning without Vitalis 
in their hair.

AC: When I was looking at the Rhino box set, 
I paused on “The Needle and the Damage 
Done.” I know Pete Farndon was first let 
go from the band because of heroin and 
then James Honeyman-Scott died two 
days later from drink and coke. ... If you 
could do it over, would you have tried to 
stop them? 

CH: Are you kidding? If I could do 
it over again, I would have tried 
to stop everyone. If I could do 
it over again, I’d have stopped 
myself. But you can’t do 
it over again. I don’t have 
that, “Oh, I don’t regret 
anything” thing. I regret 
all sorts of shit. I’d love 
to think that Jimmy 
was still here and that 
he hadn’t copped on a 
night of getting all fucked 
up and that Pete hadn’t gotten all fucked up. 
What can you do about it? I’m not sentimen- 
tal about it. You say, “if I could change it,” 
but that’s hypothetical. That doesn’t exist. I 
couldn’t change it then. I can’t change it now. 
AC: Is it only rock & roll? 

CH: Rock & roll is a big subject, a lifestyle, 
the way you view the world. It’s not about the 
Grammy culture. It’s not about awards. It’s 
not about any of that shit. It’s about your own 
little secret world, the way you live it. It doesn’t 
change. It doesn’t reinvent itself. It stays the 
same and is true to itself. To me a lot of that has 
to do with your own personal realization, your 
own consciousness. Throughout the years, I’ve 
always been surprised and disappointed, for 
example. And anyone could say I’m being naive, 
and to them I’d say go fuck yourself. ■

Private Life 


Chrissie Hynde tells it like it is BY MARGARET MOSER 


She won the hearts of fans everywhere in 
1980, telling the world that she was not only 
special, but to fuck off. Since that fortuitous 
debut, the Pretenders’ Chrissie Hynde has 
stood for everything that’s right about rock & 
roll: the beat, the sound, the look, and the atti- 
tude. In a recent conversation from New York, 
she reminisced about going back to Ohio, the 
needle and the damage done, and what hap- 
pened on a Sunday night in February 1964 that 
changed rock & roll forever. 

Austin Chronicle: Is Akron, Ohio, even more 
different today from that changing city in “My 
City Was Gone”? 

Chrissie Hynde: That’s an interesting sub- 
ject. It’s something that’s happened all across 
America. Touring, I get to see a lot of American 
cities roughly the size of Akron, previously 
industrial cities. Akron was very blue col- 
lar and had all the rubber factories. In the 
Seventies, they basically tore the whole city out 
for a whole lot of reasons - racial, economical. 
People started going out into the suburbs. It 
really destroyed the inner city. That happened 
in a lot of places. I really pay tribute to the gay 
community for resuscitating and saving a lot of 
areas in inner cities. They got in and rehabili- 
tated certain areas and neighborhoods. 

AC: Does the gay community have a clearer sense 
of history? 

CH: It’s a clearer sense of aesthetic. They 
don’t have children and families to look after, 
so they have more money and time to devote 
to it. They have the taste and the sensitivity to 
restore and recognize a beautiful old house in 
a sleazy neighborhood. I think the gay commu- 
nity saved America from destroying itself and 


its cities. I really do. They’re the uncelebrated 
heroes of the day. 

AC: When you pick songs for concert set lists, 
how does audience expectation weigh against 
promoting new material or what you personally 
want to play? 

CH: Of course I don’t want to pander to 
an audience. On the other hand, I have to 
acknowledge that most of my life I’ve spent 
as an audience. I’ve been more of an audience 
and a fan than a performer. I’d rather do the 
songs I want to do, but then I know the hits 
will excite people because it’s what they know 
and what they’ve heard. So I split the differ- 
ence and come up with a set. 

We’re doing a few shows to promote this 
new box set, and when I say “promote,” I 
feel creepy trying to sell anything. I’m not 
trying to sell anything. I’m just doing my 
part as the team here. On these few shows 
though, we’re not doing any greatest hits. 
We’re doing just a rock set, just for fun. 

AC: Do you remember watching TV, 
that first Beatles show on February 9, 

1964? 

CH: I remember exactly where I 
was sitting. It was amazing. It was 
like the axis shifted. I remember 
the first time I saw the 45 in the 
record bin in the discount house 
where my parents shopped and held 
it in my hand. It was kind of like an 
alien invasion. If you were a little virgin and 
didn’t want to grow up like I didn’t, didn’t 
want to enter the adult world like I didn’t, it 
gave you some kind of new avenue of sexuality. 
It could be more cerebral. You didn’t have to 
actually touch the person’s acne.

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Over the Wall 

Echo & the Bunnymen, still killing 



The Merseyside port of Liverpool languished 
with one of the UK’s highest unemploy- 
ment rates in the late Seventies, so four 
young Scousers found work threading the 
decadent psychedelia of the Doors and Velvet 
Underground through the ongoing upheaval 
of punk rock. Calling themselves Echo & 
the Bunnymen, supposedly after their first 
drum machine (a story that was later dis- 
avowed), Ian “Mac” McCulloch, Will Sergeant, 
Les Pattinson, and Pete de Freitas eschewed the 
New Wave trappings of fellow Liverpudlians 
Dead or Alive and the Teardrop Explodes for 
the gloomy guitars of 1979’s Crocodiles. 

That debut, however, doesn’t begin to hint at 
the pop majesty soon to follow: “The Cutter,” 
“Killing Moon,” and “Bring on the Dancing 
Horses.” De Freitas died in a 1989 motorcycle 
accident, and Pattinson left after 1997 reunion 
album Evergreen, but McCulloch and Sergeant 
are in fine icy form on 2005 ’s Siberia. The gui- 
tarist recently reflected on nearly three decades 
of songs to learn and sing while knocking 
about in his kitchen. 

Austin Chronicle: When did you first pick up 
a guitar ? 

Will Sergeant: I had one when I was 13, but 
I didn’t even get it out to tune it. I used to just 
make noises with it. I sold that and didn’t get 
another one until I was 19, 20, around 1978. 
I found a cheap, crappy one that I swapped off 
me mate for a pair of plastic trousers. 

AC: When you were starting out, was there any 
rivalry between Liverpool and Manchester bands? 
WS: Not from us, anyway, because we were into 
a lot of the Manchester bands. Joy Division and 
the Fall were two of our favorite bands. All the 
bands used to come over from Manchester and 
play Liverpool. We’d all go and see them, and 
I can’t remember coming across any intercity 
rivalry. The whole punk rock thing was very 
fresh then. Everybody was on the same side. 
AC: Did you wind up traveling in the same circles? 
WS: Yeah. We did quite a few gigs with Joy 
Division early on. 

AC: Could you tell they were a great band bach then? 
WS: Yeah. They were amazing. I didn’t even 
know what stage presence was, but I knew that 
there was something going on. We were on a 
little label called Zoo, and we had this festival 
that was like Zoo meets Factory. We had it at 
a place called Leigh, which is halfway down 
the M62, the motorway between Liverpool 
and Manchester. They’re only 30 miles apart. 
All the Zoo bands were on, and all the Factory 
bands were on. I think Joy Division were head- 
lining, because obviously they were the biggest 
band of the lot at the time. It was just amaz- 
ing. It was getting dark, and I remember there 
wasn’t that many people there. I think there 
were about 400 people there in this big field. 
AC: How do you think the early Bunnymen 
albums have held up over the years? 

WS: I think pretty well. You can tell by the cur- 
rent crop of bands that are out now. When we 


made them, we weren’t thinking, “Let’s make 
an album that’s just going to last a few months 
and be flavor of the month and that’s it.” We 
were thinking, “Let’s make a timeless record.” 
That was always our thing. That’s why we 
avoided trying to use sounds that were trendy 
back then. There was one particular synthesizer 
called the DX7, which everyone seemed to have 
on all the records. As soon as you hear that, 
you know it’s an Eighties thing. But “Killing 
Moon,” you wouldn’t know when it was from. 
AC: Which songs are the most fun for you to 
play live? 

WS: The rockers, really. They’re a bit more 
aggressive. “Crocodiles,” that sort of thing, “Over 
the Wall.” I like playing “Killing Moon.” Even 
though it’s a bit ballady, it’s twisted and dark. 
AC: How did you guys feel when Donnie Darko 
came out, and all these bands started citing you 
as influences? 

WS: We just got asked, “Do you want to let 
this bloke use ‘Killing Moon’ in his little indie 
film?” “Yeah, OK, whatever.” We just had to 
sign this little bit of paper. We generally do 
sign little bits of paper that come through the 
office. We don’t turn many things down. So we 
didn’t think anything of it, really. Then all of a 
sudden it became this big cult film. I think it’s 
done us quite a lot of good really, because it’s 
brought us to the attention of a lot of younger 
people. The same way we brought attention to 
the Doors in the Eighties when we were get- 
ting up there. We were always going on about 
the Doors.

AC: Were the Doors not that popular in England 
back then? 

WS: No, not then. They were forgotten 
completely. 

AC: What did you think of the way they used the 
song in the movie? 

WS: Well, obviously I preferred it at the front 
of the film. I know he’s moved it in the direc- 
tor’s cut, hasn’t he? I’ve only seen it once. It 
wasn’t really my sort of a film. 

AC: What was the mood in the studio for Siberia? 
WS: It was pretty good. It was a general mood 
of “This is going well.” There [were] n’t really 
any problems. The only problem we had was 
early on we couldn’t get a bass sound that we 
were happy with. We kept blowing up amps. 
Our bass player at the time, his amp had bro- 


ken and we had to borrow some amps, and we 
just kept blowing them up. 

AC: Despite the title, it seems like one of the 
band’s warmer albums. Agree? 

WS: Yeah, I probably would. But you don’t 
judge a book by its cover. Porcupines isn’t all 
about ice, and it isn’t about porcupines. It fits 
in with our other album titles, really. Nobody 
said, “ Crocodiles doesn’t feel like a crocodile.” 
It’s just one of the lyrics. It’s a nice word, and 
it’s got imagery. 

AC: Do you and Mac work pretty well together 
these days? 

WS: Yeah. He’ll come up with something and 
play it to me, and I’ll add bits to it, and we’ll 
juggle it around a bit and make sure there’s 
space for everything to go on or come up 
with new bits. Or I’ll have some stuff that I’ve 
maybe recorded here in my little studio down- 
stairs and then stretch things or shrink things 
to fit vocals, or we’ll just sit down together me 
and him and come up with things there and 
then. We’re never short of ideas, really. 

AC: How long have y ’all known each other? 

WS: It all stands from this club we used to go 
to in Liverpool called Eric’s. That was like the 
punk club. I’d basically go in there starting in 
the summer of ’77, and I’d see him around 
there, but I didn’t really know him until about 
1978. It’s one of those places, Liverpool: You 
have a lot of mutual friends. You get to know 
everybody in the end, because they know 
somebody you know. It’s pretty small. 

AC: Back in those days, what were your other 
career options? 

WS: At the time I was training to be a chef. 


AC: Do you still cook? 

WS: Oh yeah. Every day. 

AC: Are there any songs fans won’t let you off- 
stage without playing? 

WS: There’s loads that our fans are into. It’s 
not like we’ve only got “Killing Moon.” We’ve 
got tons of ’em. “Never Stop” we’ve been play- 
ing, that’s been going great. “Cutter.” “Back of 
Love.” You see some bands, and they get fed up 
playing their old songs, and I never get fed up 
playing them. You can see that the crowd are 
into it, so how could you be fed up with that? 
It’s ridiculous. 

I went to see this band that I really liked from 
the Seventies called the Groundhogs. They had 
this great song called “Cherry Red.” When 
they played it, which was the one everybody 
wanted to hear, you could tell they were pissed 
off playing it. It just ruined the whole thing for 
me. It’s still a great song, what’s your problem? 
I’ll never be fed up with playing “Killing Moon” 
or “Back of Love.” 

AC: On Rhino’s Crystal Days box set, were those 
live covers spontaneous? 

WS: A lot of those covers came from this 
tour we did, and the idea was we didn’t have 
a support band, so we went on and did our 
own support doing covers. It was in Sweden 
and a few other places we played. We went on 
and did 30-40 minutes of Velvet Underground 
songs, Television, people like that. 

AC: Not many bands open for themselves. 

WS: Yeah, we liked to do weird things like that 
back then. It’s a bit hard to do that stuff now. ■

Showcase dishes include 
“Dragon in the flame of desire” (which is yak) 
and the “hotpot” (six types of penis plus four 
of testicle). The most expensive is Canadian 
seal penis, at the equivalent of about $400. 

• Several cafes in Hong Kong now lend their 
dining guests dogs and cats to pet during 
their visits. This temporary affection, accord- 
ing to a January Der Spiegel dispatch, is 
popular because Hong Kong residents find it 
so inconvenient to own pets in such a densely 
populated city. Also in January, the owner of 
the Augsburg, Germany, restaurant La Boheme 
confirmed that while customers are welcome 
to bring their own dogs with them when they 
dine, “small children” are not allowed in the 
evenings. “After a hard day’s work, (diners) 
want some peace,” he told Agence France- 
Presse. 

UNDIGNIFIED DEATHS 

An 81-year-old school crossing guard was 
accidentally struck and killed by a 70-year-old 
crossing guard who was driving to his own post 
(Park Ridge, N.J., October). And a 62-year-old 
woman was found dead, having apparently suf- 
focated under a pile of debris that fell on top 
of her in her home (Shelton, Wash., January). 
(Clothes and trash were piled almost to the 
ceiling in every room in her house, and res- 
cuers searched the home for 10 hours before 
locating her body.) 


RECURRING THEMES 

1) Latest lame reason for not paying taxes: 
James Clifford Hanna, of Canada’s Yukon 
Territory, argued in court in February that 
“James Clifford Hanna” was merely a name 
involuntarily given to him and that since he 
never officially accepted it, he can’t be forced 
to pay James Clifford Hanna’s taxes. (He lost.) 
2) In December, Terry Dresdow of Milwaukee 
became the latest person to have his car stolen 
and retrofitted by the thief with fancy equip- 
ment, and then to get his car back after the 
thief was caught. His 1989 Chevrolet Caprice, 
which cost him $1,200 used, now has a top-of- 
the-line stereo system, deluxe spoked wheels, 
and keyless entry. 


SCIENCE ON THE CUTTING EDGE 

Still More Weird Animal Mating Rituals: 1) 
According to scientists who made rare obser- 
vations of wombats having sex, published in 
December, there was chasing, biting, grunting, and 
stops and starts, along with the female’s bewilder- 
ing “figure-eight dance,” which she employed as a 
prerequisite for being mounted. 2) A male beluga 
whale signals his urge by, basically, crashing into a 
female to draw her attention to his aroused state, 
according to a February Chicago Sun-Times report 
from the city’s Shedd Aquarium. If the female is 
also ready, she turns her body to expose herself, 
after which mating is accomplished in a matter 
of seconds, followed by the male’s abrupt and 
permanent departure from her life.

• In Nagano, Japan, in February, five dis- 
gruntled Buddhist monks (along with four 
clerical workers) at the Zenkoji temple formed 
a labor union that was certified by the National 
Confederation of Trade Unions, to combat 
what they say was harassment by the head 
monk regarding working conditions. 

• The latest product for routine U.S. outsourc- 
ing is sperm, according to a November report 
by Wired.com. In a program established by 
the highly regarded Dr. Sanford Rosenberg of 
Richmond, Va., a potential father’s sperm is 
shipped to a lab in Bucharest, Romania, to 
fertilize eggs of local women, with the resultant 
embryos frozen and returned to the United 
States for implanting in the mother, at about 
half the domestic price for the procedure.

3) In December, Auckland, New Zealand, 
police arrested the man who had robbed a bank 
but then, disappointed at the size of the loot, 
had telephoned the bank manager and ordered 
him to stand out front with more money, which 
he would grab on a drive-by. (The robber never 
showed up, but police traced the phone call.)

Smitty’s Market in Lockhart has a smoked- 
meat tradition that goes back more than 100 
years, yet the funky barbecue legend is just over 
5-years-old. 

For 99 years the eatery half a block off the 
town square was known as Kreuz Market. A ten- 
ant-landlord dispute, which happened to be 
between a sister and brother, resulted in a split 
that gave barbecue lovers another choice in a 
town that already had more than its share of 
good eating. 

The old market is a throwback to the origins 
of barbecue joints in small Texas towns. The 
brick walls are dark from a century of smoke 
and greasy hands. Patrons order their choice of 
meats, served on red butcher paper, directly 
from the pit in the back room. The dining room 
is the only air-conditioned room in the building, 
and the long tables can become elbow-to-elbow 
at lunchtime. 

Charlie Kreuz opened his meat market in the 
front of the building at the turn of the last centu- 
ry. On weekends he would smoke meats to sell 
to the farmers and cowboys who came into town 
for market and church. By the time Edgar 
“Smitty” Schmidt bought the business in 1948, 
barbecue was outselling the other groceries. 

A no-nonsense kind of guy who didn’t suffer 
fools lightly, Schmidt was the same way about 
his restaurant. The meat was sold by the pound 
and came with saltine crackers or white bread, 
but no utensils. The side dishes were limited to 
pickle spears, onion slices, and jalapeno pep- 
pers washed down with cold beer, red soda pop, 
or sweetened tea. There was no barbecue sauce, 
potato salad, or deserts. 

Even with the no-frills style of dining, the bar- 
becue joint thrived. According to state comptrol- 
ler figures, Texas boasts more than 2,100 barbe- 
cue establishments. Most towns, no matter how 
small, have a Dairy Queen and a barbecue joint 
of some kind. The crowning recognition for Kreuz 
Market came in 1990 when C. Paul Luongo, in 
his book America’s Best 100, named the old 
meat market the best barbecue in the nation. 
Schmidt died that same year, and that is when 
the trouble started. 

The family feud that made national headlines 
began when the elder Schmidt, in a King 
Solomon gesture, gave the business to his sons

pay her price, 
they moved Kreuz Market to a new building on 
the northern outskirts of town, and Nina and 
her family started a new business named after 
her father. 

“We expanded the menu,” says John 
Fullilove, Nina’s son. The meat menu on the 
wall above the butcher’s scale in the pit area 
hasn’t changed much in 40 years. Hot off the 
grill you can get brisket, pork chops, pork 
ribs, prime rib, and a German-style smoked 
sausage that has a spicy bite. “The half-inch- 
thick pork chops are probably the biggest sell- 
er,” he says. 

Grandpa Schmidt would be amazed at the 
amount of work that goes into running the bar- 
becue business these days. The meat is still 
served on butcher paper, but the guests have 
the option of adding a tangy barbecue sauce, 
potato salad, or beans to their order. “They’re 
all handmade right here,” he says. 

The parking lot of Smitty’s Market is on U.S. 
183 as it goes through downtown Lockhart. 

The smoker is open Monday through Friday, 

7am to 6pm; Saturday, 7am to 6:30pm; and 
Sunday, 9am to 3pm. To place an order, call 
512/398-9344. 

You’ll have to decide for yourself which of the 
two Schmidt barbecue joints is best. The new 
Kreuz Market is on U.S. 183 on the northern 
edge of town. They have expanded their menu 
too, adding deserts, potato salad, beans, and 
more kinds of sausage. The doors are open 
Monday through Saturday, 10:30am to 8pm, and 
they are closed Sunday. For information, call

Richard Ill/The Rivals 

Austin Playhouse, through Mar 19 

Running times: Richard III, 2 hrs, 35 min; The Rivals, 2 hrs, 30 min 

In this year’s rotating repertory, the Austin Shakespeare 
Festival shifts from one polar extreme to the other - violent 
tragedy to frothy romance, wintry midnight to summer’s noon 
- and yet through these opposites runs a common thread: 
people who pretend to be something other than what they are 
to achieve their deepest desire. 

In the case of Richard III, Shakespeare’s famously ambi- 
tious, vicious crookback plays the unfairly maligned innocent 
to his blood relations even as he betrays 
them, ruthlessly dispatching brothers, cous- 
ins, and nephews to early graves on his 
bloody path to England’s throne. Directors 
Guy Roberts and Robert Matney play up this 
notion from the moment their production 
opens: Roberts’ Richard, his shaven head 
gleaming, his forearms braced against long, 
canelike crutches, speaks his familiar first 
lines - “Now is the winter of our discontent, 
made glorious summer by this sun of York” - to the court 
while cavorting about the stage, all smiles, as if he’s perform- 
ing for his family, a misshapen jester seeking to please. It’s 
only some 14 lines in that the lighting shifts to lurid crim- 
son, and we shift to Richard’s private thoughts, to hear him 
proclaim his bitterness and self-loathing and his murderous 
scheme to claim the crown. As he so often does, Roberts 
throws himself into the character’s physicality. He makes the 
crutches extensions of his arms, wheeling, whipping, and 
lurching about like some great ape, a restless silverback 
aggressively advancing on his rivals. This certainly adds an 
air of creepiness to his unnatural figure, enhancing the sense 
of menace in him and making his put-on buffoonery appear 
the act of a sinister clown. Unfortunately, when Richard is 
supposed to be convincing someone of his sincerity, as 
when he’s wooing Lady Anne over the corpse of her husband, 


Roberts can’t quite let go of the melodrama, can’t abandon 
the exaggeration of his clownish role-play. He’s so blatantly 
insincere - think Eddie Haskell complimenting Mrs. Cleaver 
- that it’s hard to accept him fooling a child, much less the 
widow of a man he murdered or his royal peers, most of them 
as keen to political machinations as he is. The stakes are 
raised when Matthew Radford’s shrewdly politic Buckingham 
colludes with Richard or when Babs George’s Queen Elizabeth 
stands up to him with sharp sarcasm, but without a sense 
of Richard swaying his victims with seeming guilelessness, 
of being so persuasive that he turns them against their bet- 
ter judgment, he looks to be working his will merely through 
brute force. Here he comes off less a villain than a bully, and 
when he meets his inevitable end, it’s less like a schemer 
having schemed himself out of England’s crown than the fall 
of a common street thug. 

In Richard Brinsley Sheridan’s less weighty The Rivals, a 
well-off captain plays the poor ensign to land the hand of a 
wealthy lass who’s vowed not to wed a man who’s in it for the 
money - hers or his. The masquerade wins him his miss but 
runs him afoul of his father, her guardian aunt, and a country 
bumpkin buddy wishing to woo the same lady, and, through 
a screwy coincidence, even makes him his own rival for the 
lady’s hand. As he works to untangle this dual-identity knot, 
Jack Absolute must negotiate a gauntlet of sternly disap- 
proving parental types, woefully forlorn lovers, and conniving 
servants, all brought to appealingly boisterous life by the cast 
of this production directed by Guy Roberts and Ian Manners. 
Andrea Osborn makes Jack’s lady love, Lydia Languish, as 
changeable as an English summer day: one minute sweet 
sunshine, the next a storm to send all scurrying for cover. 
Playing Jack’s obstinate pater, Dirk Van Allen is so fixed of 
mind and firm of foot, he’s a veritable wall on stockinged 
legs. As Jack’s pal Faulkland, Roberts is dressed all in black, 
emblematic of the character’s ability to find a dark cloud 
around every silver lining; when he voices his anxieties about 
the true feelings of his true love (an unassailably modest 
Sarah Johnson), Roberts goes operatic, wailing arias of mis- 
ery. In contrast is the rube Acres, played by Matney with a 
basset-hound puss that rarely changes expression but is all 




the funnier for it, especially when it’s coated in white powder 
and framed in foppish blond curls. Portraying Mrs. Malaprop, 
whose every utterance mangles the language beyond rec- 
ognition, a formidable Bernadette Nason pops her eyes 
in umbrage and delivers severe pronouncements with the 
authority - and the same salutary effect - of a meat cleaver 
on a pullet’s neck. The impression is of a world driven daft by 
the heady passions of romance being confined within the con- 
stricting conventions of 18th-century English manners, with 
Matthew Radford’s Jack, played with a cleverness at once 
devilish and serene, the only sane human in a world of mad- 
men. The unabashed broadness may not suit all tastes, but 
the company appears to truly relish Sheridan’s comedy - and 
by that I mean his human comedy, the folly in which these fig- 
ures are so deeply immersed - so that the laughs arise from 
the characters, not actorly shtick. The production feels true to 
the play’s spirit, just in high spirits. - Robert Faires

There is the imagination and there are facts and there is 
opinion. 

I imagine, for example, that if you were to witness a bal- 
let, even the most expertly performed and beautifully choreo- 
graphed ballet, you would be best served by 
the experience if you had a working knowl- 
edge of what the art comprised: the moves, 
the timing, the form’s standards and the sur- 
passing of those standards, the long history 
that provides a foundation for the advancing 
architecture of such kinesis, and so on. 
Otherwise, you might well find yourself, in 
the midst of all that sublime and rarefied 
beauty, yawning. 

And it is a fact, for example, that much modern dance, 
especially that assayed by self-consciously “cutting edge” 
or provocative companies, can be redolent of gimmick and 
movements or scenarios rendered mostly for what critics are 
pleased to deride as shock value. 

It is my opinion, finally, that with Spank Dance Company, you 
don’t have to worry about either of those disappointments; 
because Spank Dance Company consistently soars to the best 
of both potentials without dragging itself through the mire of the 
worst of either. Its current show, Greyhounds and Other Virtual 
Ways to Travel, is a case in point. Choreographer Ellen Bartel, 
guiding the performers not only through their powerful paces but 
over the devastation of a recently burned-down studio, has added 
a new and exciting wing to the museum of her company’s work. 



Greyhounds is broken into three parts: Memory, Technology, 
and Intellect. The Memory part, featuring dancers Mari Akita, 
Dawnerin Larrimore, Debra McAdoo, and Kayo Tsujimoto, 
is the most theatrical of the three, with complexly fanciful 
costumes of tulle and lace and an original score by Andy 
Hadaway. The dancers struggle fiercely with large flat rocks, 
brandish and animate a pair of inflatable adult dolls, and 
interact with each other in ways that are interesting to the 
eye and which spur the audience’s sense of narrative. There 
is a brief section, highly effective, in which the south wall 
of the stage is treated as if it were imbued with the gravity 
normally associated with floors; at one point, in a maneuver 
more effective than many of actual memory’s illusions, the 
performers appear to push that immovable wall hundreds of 
yards away. 

The Technology part features Chika Aluka, Ellen Bartel, and 
Roberta Villalon moving athletically, like well-timed cogs pow- 
ering a complex biomechanical engine, while a rapidly switch- 
ing series of projected images - of our world and the people 
and situations in it - fill the entire south wall. This part, per- 
formed with the music of Steve Reich’s So Percussion, put me 
in mind of a live deconstruction of the film Koyaanisqatsi. 

The third part, Intellect, is also scored by Hadaway and 
sounds - and this is, goddamit, a compliment - like an epi- 
sode of Star Trek with a soundtrack by Luciano Berio. The 
section begins with the entire troupe posed statue-still for 
five minutes before erupting into motion that seems set 
in some abstracted Greyhound station of the future, lead- 
ing them eventually to a departure, one by one, upward (via 
stairs) and toward a bright, trisected light - the souls of 
humans moving from one plane of existence to the next. 

Greyhounds and Other Virtual Ways to Travel won’t necessar- 
ily move you to the next plane of existence with its force and 
beauty. But, watching the show, listening to the music, musing 
on what Bartel and her dancers are suggesting with their hints of 



narrative and (always) the movement of bodies from an interest- 
ing dark to a more promising light ... it’ll make this plane of exis- 
tence a much more satisfying interlude. - Wayne Alan Brenner

From the stock photographs she shoots for the Getty (Kaiser Chiefs in her current exhi- 
bition, “Into the Soul of the Rhythm”) to major projects, Jana Birchum uses photojournal- 
ism finesse to tell remarkable stories. In 1995 she spent six weeks chronicling the lives 
of homeless youth living on the streets of Austin (The Austin Chronicle, March 24, 1995). 

In 1998 she illustrated the link between breast cancer and environmental 
pollutants for a local nonprofit. And in 1999, she set out to discover why 
the brutal death of Donald Scott Fuller, the 27th victim of a hate-related 
murder, received so little press coverage. In these projects, she is a violator 
of conventional perception, dramatically decreasing the artificial separation 
between art and activism. 

Birchum has that rare ability to see both as subject and object. Each image 
is unique and saliently so in its ability to release. In The Crooner, the inten- 
sity of the vocalist’s soul takes the shape of extended stillness. The viewer 
is freed from distractions - no noise, no people, no table, no chair - only 
the interwoven moment of an experience. Perhaps it is her own background 
in music that helps Birchum move inside the moment, allowing her to shoot from within the 
same space as the musical artist. 

In the works currently on display, Birchum establishes herself as an agent of meaning by 
blurring the boundaries of artistic disciplines and providing perceptual richness of the moment 
when the music and the camera dissolve. The fusion between the musician and the photogra- 
pher gives insight into the very act of creation. - Benne Rockett

New Reviews 

O NEIL YOUNG: HEART OF GOLD 

D: Jonathan Demme. (PG, 106 min.) 

In this sushi age of methamphetamine 
concert DVDs and dysfunction junction 
music tell-alls, Jonathan Demme dreams 
us back to the golden age of performance 
films. Like Martin Scorsese, another mod- 
ern classicist, Demme already counts a 
musical one-of-a-kind in his catalog: the 
Talking Pleads’ eternally big-limbed Stop 
Making Sense (1984). The director’s bow 
to fantastical odd-duck cum minstrel Robyn 
Hitchcock in 1998’s Storefront Hitchcock 
disarms as well. With Neil Young: Heart of 
Gold, the Oscar-intimate rock & roll enthu- 
siast not only records another The Last 
Waltz - figuratively speaking, in this case 
- he does so with a languid visual sonority 
rarely glimpsed since the days of Monterey 
Pop and Woodstock. The moment may 
have since passed into history, but through 
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Demme’s deep-breathing cinematic exercise, 
you’ll always remember it in slow motion. 
D.A. Pennebaker and the Maysles brothers 
schooled future music documentarians that 
right place/right time dynamics occur in the 
unfolding of any act or event worth preserv- 
ing, personal or societal. In this case, the 
disruption of Neil Young’s mortality unfolds 
with all the subtle poignancy of a man in 
deep contemplation and remembrance. 

An evolutionary leap and/or conclusion to 
Young’s Harvest album trilogy, 2005’s Prairie 
Wind was born, in part, in the aftermath 
of his father’s death (“for daddy” reads 
the last screen credit), and in the midst of 
his own well-documented bout with a brain 
aneurysm. The album ambles through its 
stations of life like family history passed 
down on a farmhouse porch, and Heart of 
Gold follows western suit. “I think of it as 
his life passing before his eyes,” admits 
Young’s wife Pegi during an opening series 
of interviews, which quickly dissolve to 
the album’s live debut at the former site 
of the Grand Ole Opry, Nashville’s Ryman

Auditorium. Iconic in his cowboy hat and 
gray suit, Young’s every look, lyric, and vocal 
delivery focus and fade across the screen 
in the same manner. A full-screen close-up 
of Young emitting his precious falsetto on 
t h e-t it I e-says-it-a 1 1 “Failin’ Off the Face of the 
Earth,” recalling his father’s dementia in the 
intro to “Prairie Wind,” and the look he gives 
Pegi in dedicating “Here for You” to their 
daughter (“There was a time I used to write 
these songs for girls my own age”) all ache 
in real time. Same goes for Young’s tribute 
to Hank Williams in “This Old Guitar,” a duet 
with vocal sage Emmylou Harris, as well as 
Demme’s other all-encompassing close-up 
of his subject on Prairie Wind closer, “When 
God Made Me.” Neil Young: Heart of Gold 
could easily end 10-13 minutes earlier on 
its titular favorite, but ultimately, this chroni- 
cle of the human condition set to music will 
only rise in value and statue over time. (See 
austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2006-03- 
10/screens_featurel3.html for our interview 
with Demme and Young.)

O V FOR VENDETTA 

D: James McTeigue; with Natalie Portman, Hugo

“Are you, like, a crazy person?” asks 
Evey Hammond (Portman), moments after 
being rescued from the post-curfew clutch- 
es of a pair of government enforcer/thugs 
by the swashbuckling, masked enigma 
known only as “V” (Weaving). As it turns 
out, he is - the Guy Fawkes mask cloak- 
ing his face, with its postcoital Mona Lisa 
grin and echoes of powder-kegs past is a 
dead giveaway. He’s also the last virulent 
gasp and raised fist of rebellion amidst a 
cowed and broken British citizenry in the 
year 2020, a place we quickly discover 
is at once heavily, obviously redolent of 
the fascistic stink of George Orwell’s 
1984, and, in the film’s most unnerving 
moments, a place with eerie parallels to 
the one in which the world - the real world 
- currently finds itself. “America,” we are 
told, is now “the world’s largest leper 
colony,” brought to its knees by terrorism, 
plague, and all manner of not-unimaginable 
crises. England, however, has endured, 
thanks to a contrived rise in jackboots 
and truncheons and the rebirth of outright 
fascism in the wake of its own horrific ter- 
ror attacks. (It’s interesting if not entirely 
relevant to note that in a grim moment of 
art and reality going head-to-head, V for

Vendetta's initial release date of November 5, 2005 was pushed 
back to its current slot in the wake of the London bombings of 
last July.) V himself is a terrorist (or, if you prefer, a freedom 
fighter), and he proves it by blowing up a major British landmark 
moments after saving Evey’s life. He then commandeers the 
airwaves and invites the shellshocked citizenry to stand beside 
him in exactly one year when he will blow up the Parliament and 
thereby, hopefully, shatter tyranny’s stranglehold on his country. 

All of this is a prelude to one of the most eloquent tales in ages 
of dysfunctional love - between a man and his ideals; between 
a country and its government; and, in the end, between Evey 
and V. Scripted by the Wachowski brothers (the Matrix trilogy) 
and adapted from the graphic novel by Alan Moore (The Dark 
Knight Returns and Watchmen, who, in a fit of pique too com- 
plicated to go into here, has since had his name removed from 
the film), V for Vendetta is first and foremost a futuristic slice of 
pop-culture agitprop, replete with a costumed antihero, lovingly 
choreographed action sequences, and a terrific, rousing score 
by Dario Marianelli. It’s also rife with cunningly ornate dialogue 
- the hyper-literate V is as skilled with his tongue as he is with 
his more prosaic ordnance - and most enchantingly, a surplus 
of smarts. This is a thinking person’s action film and all the 
more entertaining for it. Heroic sloganeering abounds: “People 
should not be afraid of their governments; governments should 
be afraid of their people” and “A revolution without dancing is 
a revolution not worth having,” the latter nicked from feminist 
Emma Goldman, are two of the more memorable (and accurate) 
ones. It’s also a slam-bang piece of popcorn entertainment. Like 
its titular revolutionary, it is not, however, without its faults, chief 
among them a muddy narrative through-line and Hurt’s gnashing, 
overkill performance as the Big Brother-esque Chancellor Sutler. 
That’s balanced by one of the most exquisitely nuanced perfor- 
mances Portman has ever offered - she’s as radiant and revolu- 
tionary as the Statue of Liberty and her innate humanity carries 
the film across its weaker and more pedantic potholes. Whether 
V for Vendetta, the tale of a girl and her terrorist and the home- 
land they both love and revile in equal measure, withstands the 
test of time and becomes a pop-culture cinematic touchstone 
remains to be seen. What it has for certain, and what it has in 
spades, are some very real ideas. And, to paraphrase this V fel- 
low, ideas are box-office-proof. - Marc Savlov

Capote is a good film, but it hasn’t closed the 
book on the subject, not by a long shot.

The film provides an absorb- 
ing, if limited, look at the writing life: its physical 
and mental demands and its moral ambiguities. 
Director Miller (The Cruise) has created a film that 
is confident, mature, and measured, but I wonder 
if it isn’t too controlled. The beats are all there; 
Capote’s trajectory begins with a reporter’s initial 
impartiality, slides into complicity, takes a hard- 
right turn into ruthlessness, and ends, finally, near 
catatonia as the killers’ execution date looms. But 
the film doesn’t linger in these states long enough. 
The fault does not lie with Hoffman (who doesn’t so 
much act out Capote’s distinctive mannerisms and 
high-pitched lisp as channel them); his performance 
is undeniably great.

The brilliantly con- 
ceived screenplay by Paul Haggis (Million Dollar Baby 
screenplay) and Bob Moresco employs a narrative 
device in which the paths of seemingly unconnected 
individuals frequently cross according to the laws 
of contrivance and coincidence. The multiplicity of 
storylines is rooted in the script’s theme about the 
complex nature of human beings. Normal social 
intercourse, for many of the film’s characters, is 
defined primarily by preconceived notions. Because 
racial stereotypes and prejudices form most of our 
uninformed judgments about others, the dialogue 
in Crash abounds in ethnic slurs and swipes that 
leave few unscathed. With a greater purpose in 
mind, this film reminds us that the filters through 
which we estimate a person’s character can obscure 
as much as they reveal.

That film’s plot was as simple 
as it was outrageous: An all-American family (i.e., 
squabbling, miserable) headed to California in an 
RV is waylaid while passing through the Nevada 
badlands by a clan of bloodthirsty, cannibalistic 
mutants who then attack, slaughter, and force 
their “civilized” mirror image to ever-more subhu- 
man acts of violence, thus obliterating the line 
between “us” and “them.” Craven’s nuclear family 
vs. nuclear family joke (the unspoken message 
is that the cannibal clan is somehow the result 
of all those Cold War nuke tests) is a corker, and 
this new version takes it to even giddier, more 
effects-heavy extremes, laying some genuinely 
gruesome KNB make-up atop what was already a 
blacker-than-black storyline.

Q. Lately it seems like I am hearing of more 
cases of lung cancer among nonsmokers. Are there 
lifestyle changes I can make or nutrients I can take 
as supplements that will help prevent my getting it, 
or help me if I should get it? 

A. Cancer is a complicated malady, and there 
is still a lot we don’t know about why some 
people come down with it and others do not. 
Although cigarette smoking increases the risk of 
lung cancer by about eight-fold, it is not the only 
reason for lung cancer to develop. Lung cancer 
was around long before cigarettes - it has even 
been found in Egyptian mummies - and there 
are several other risk factors. Radon-gas expo- 
sure, for instance, will account for about 12% 
of lung cancer deaths. The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency estimates that one out of 
every 15 homes in the U.S. contains dangerous 
levels of radon gas. 

To minimize your risk of lung cancer, in 
addition to avoiding cigarette smoke both as 
an active and a passive smoker, you should 
keep your indoor air quality as clean as you can 
manage. Research from China indicates that the 
increasing rate of lung cancer among Chinese 
women is due more to cooking-oil vapors than 
smoke from either their own or their husband’s 
cigarettes. Other factors that should be limited 
include exposure to asbestos, talcum powder, 
alcohol, marijuana, and certain fungal spores. 

While any one of the factors listed above 
increases your risk of developing lung cancer, 
combining two or more of them is especially 
harmful. Cigarette smokers who are exposed to 
asbestos greatly multiply their chances of devel- 
oping lung cancer. 

A diet rich in fruits and leafy green vegetables 
helps. These are good sources of vitamin A and 
carotenoids, phytochemicals such as flavonoids, 
and folic acid, which are all protective against 
cancer. Clinical trials using supplements of these 
and most other nutrients have been disappoint- 
ing in that while they may help, the benefits do 
not reach the mathematical goal of “statistical 
significance,” which is necessary to prove that 
the results were not simply an accident. 

While familiar nutrients may not be the 
answer to preventing lung cancer, some of their 
“cousins” are creating some excitement. A syn- 
thetic derivative of vitamin A known as 9-cis 
retinoic acid is showing promise in reversing pre- 
cancerous lesions. Gamma-tocopherol (but not 
alpha-tocopherol) appears to inhibit cancer cell 
growth. Also, several vitamins not normally asso- 
ciated with cancer treatment, such as vitamin D 
and vitamin K, seem to inhibit the development 
and spread of a wide variety of cancers including 
lung cancer. More research is needed to solidify 
their importance in the war on cancer. 

If the worst has already happened and you 
have been told you have lung cancer, you can 
still combine nutritional intervention with con- 
ventional cancer therapy. For years there was a 
concern among cancer specialists that vitamin 
supplements would diminish the effectiveness 
of chemotherapy, but that fear has been shown 
baseless. We now know that certain nutrients 
will reduce the notorious side effects of certain 
chemotherapy medicines without affecting their 
potency. You will need the help of a clinical 
nutritionist experienced in cancer treatment in 
order to choose which nutrients are needed for 
which specific chemotherapies.

BOATING ON TOWN LAKE - 
WHAT'S THE LAW? 

I usually see kayaks and canoes on Town Lake, but 
sometimes I’ve seen small motor boats cruising around 
really slow. Can a motor boat go on Town Lake as long 
as it goes really slow? 

So you are thinking about firing up the ski boat for 
a spin around Town Lake? Think again. 

The Texas Water Safety Act is the statewide law that 
addresses general water safety issues. The fact that 
there are way too many lakes and rivers for the state to 
regulate leaves considerable room for other governmen- 
tal bodies, like the city of Austin, to create ordinances 
governing specific conduct on their local waterways. 
For example, the city of Austin has established several 
ordinances for Lake Austin, Town Lake and Lake Walter 
E. Long which are designed to protect the health and 
safety of the public using the area lakes. 

According to the Austin ordinance for Town Lake, 
“no person shall operate a gas-powered motor vessel 
on the waters of Town Lake, except with the permis- 
sion of the city.” In comparison, boats with electric 
motors are allowed to operate on Town Lake, but 
only if the electric motor does not exceed a capacity 
of five horsepower. Officers or employees of the city 
who are acting in performance of their official duties 
are exempt. Anyone else that drops a powerful boat in 
Town Lake will be in violation of the city ordinance. 

While I’m on the subject, here are a few other things 
the city of Austin says you can’t do on Town Lake: 

Swimming, bathing, wading, or otherwise entering 
the waters of Town Lake is prohibited (unless you 
are trying to rescue “human beings” - jump in Town 
Lake to rescue an animal and, in theory, you could 
still be in violation of the ordinance) 

Jumping from any bridge that crosses the Colorado 
river within Austin city limits; and no person within 
150 yards of the shoreline of Town Lake can propel 
or launch fluid filled balloons or other projectiles 
toward the lake (who knew that water balloons were 
such a problem that they needed to include them in 
the Town Lake ordinance?).

CAR WARM-UPS JUST WASTE GAS 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I live in San Jose, Calif, where the weather 
is almost always beautiful. The temperature 
rarely drops below freezing, even in the winter. 
However, when I walk my son to school in the 
morning (any morning, not just in the winter), 
I often see cars sitting in driveways running, 
without any driver or passengers. It seems like a 
waste of gas to me - not to mention the fact that 
the cars in question are often huge SUVs used 
to drive a child two blocks to school. I also find 
myself wondering how often cars are stolen when 
people get in the habit of doing this. My question 
is: Why do people leave their cars running in the 
driveway for several minutes in the mornings? 
Does it serve some useful purpose? - Linda 

TOM: No, it doesn’t, Linda. My first 
thought is that you shouldn’t do anything. 
These knuckleheads are just wasting their 
money by burning expensive gasoline, reduc- 
ing their already lousy mileage from 10 miles 
per gallon to 9 Vi and slowly going broke. 
Don’t interfere. 

RAY: Well, that’s a little harsh. You might 
take a kinder approach, Linda, and just move 
the car randomly to someone else’s driveway. 
That’ll mess with their heads. 

TOM: Actually, they probably just don’t 
know that warming up a car is completely 
unnecessary. Modem cars don’t need to be 
warmed up at all - even where there is real 
winter.

TOM: If it’s bitterly cold out, like 10 
degrees, you might let the engine idle for 30 
seconds or a minute, just to allow the oil to 
fully circulate and heat up a bit. But other- 
wise, warming up a car is a complete waste 
of time and gasoline. 

RAY: Now, these people might be more 
concerned with heating up the passenger 
compartment than warming up the engine. 
In which case, there’s not much you can do, 
except let them go broke. 

TOM: But let’s assume that these folks 


just don’t have up-to-date information. In 
which case, leaving a copy of this article 
on their windshield might be a kind way of 
spreading the news.
